artistic and moral issues involved not be dismayed by 
Peary’s throwaway attitude when he addresses his enjoy- 
ment of the darker elements of the Coen brothers’ Fargo 
— “How to defend this appreciation of the grim and 
deadly? I can’t.” 

Assuming Peary’s column has any real point (his exten- 
sive use of quotes suggests a rush job), it is an intellectual- 
ly sloppy as well as ideologically suspect one. Violence in 
the cinema is not actually a matter of legitimate debate, 
the author would seem to be telling us: we all know in- 
stinctively, after all, what is “good” violence (i.e., Fargo) 
and what is “bad” (i.e., Cannibal Holocaust). This is a 
cynical position because Peary is making his reading audi- 
ence an offer they would be hard-pressed to refuse: Join 
me in the unassailable, thought-free comfort that only the 
middle of the road can provide. In a move typical of a 
treatment this superficial, the author further delineates the 
us (Peary and all other similarly reasonable, rational- 
thinking folk) versus them (the uptight on one hand, the 
bloodthirsty on the other) opposition by offering a pair of 
cautionary “extremes” (Globe columnist Linda Weltner 
and Pipeline Records co-owner Gloria Winquist) and re- 
assuring us that as long as we are situated somewhere be- 
tween these poles, we need never feel compelled to elevate 
the complexity of our thinking concerning screen violence 
above the “it’s pornography if it gives the judge an erec- | 
tion” level of insight. 

In his closing section, Peary turns an ill-educated eye to 
the films of those directors he calls “transgressive 
cinéastes.” Despite telling us in hyperventilating prose that 
the god of these filmmakers is “perhaps Satan himself” and 
chronicling, Medved-like, a variety of atrocities contained 
within their work, Peary gives little indication that he has 
himself actually seen any of the films in question (the qual- 
ity of his research would seem to lend credence to this sup- 
position: director Ruggero Deodato is from Italy, not 
Brazil as reported, and Jess Franco is from Spain, not 
Italy). What is the point of discussing these filmmakers at 
all? No one previously unfamiliar with their films will learn 
anything more substantive from Peary’s cursory appraisal | 
than that the author considers them “ghoulish,” while any- 
one with an appreciation of the genre will recognize that 
Peary has done this disparate group of directors a disser- 
vice by lumping them together so dismissively. 

I also question the Phoenix’s decision to celebrate Mr. 
Peary’s column with a blurb on the cover page (“The 
geezer has a point”); politics aside, should a piece that 
breaks so little real new ground on this much-discussed 
topic really have been the focus of such editorial enthusi- 
asm? The next time the author decides to weigh in on this 
issue, he would do far better to draw upon sources such as 
Tim Lucas’s Video Watchdog magazine or Phil Hardy’s 
Overlook Film Encyclopedia of horror movies — two pub- 
lications that give these matters the serious critical consid- 
eration they deserve — than the propaganda of Bob Dole.

The cover of this week's New Re- 
public — billed as a Democratic Na- 
tional Convention preview, beneath 
the headline WHO's AT BILL CLINTON'S

Inside are three profiles, of 
keynote speaker Evan Bayh, Demo- 
cratic National Committee chairman 
Chris Dodd, and FOBs Harry and 
Linda Thomason (the last by 
Newsweek-bound Matthew Coop- 
er), that seem entirely irrelevant to 
the ideological and spiritual cross- 
roads at which the party finds itself. 
(At least Bayh, the governor of Indi- 
ana, manages to come across as a 
plausible presidential candidate for 
2000.) The best of show is a piece by 
David Samuels on Clinton as “the 
president of pop,” who embraces “the 
corporate-sponsored Hollywood im- 
age-making that has turned our 
democratic system into telegenic 
mush.”

After a year of relative peace at 
hardcore shows, a rough-and-tum- 
ble night featuring speed-metal 
demons Slayer at Axis on August 7 
sparked music-industry rumors 
that Lansdowne Street would no 
longer be booking hardcore acts. 
Despite what one Axis employee

And kids who wouldn't nor- 
mally be caught dead inside a 
church are flocking to hear 
him. He is a great communica- 
tor, rattling off story after story 
of his punk years with humor

Punk and religion might 
seem a million miles apart, 
but for Hank, both offer the 
feeling of belonging that 
young people crave. He re- 
calls his days as a roadie, 
passing through strange 
towns where kids with “bad 
haircuts” would offer him a 
place to stay. “I still do that; 
bands passing through can 
come and sleep on my 
floor.” 

As eager as he is to 
play host to those who will 

forever be known in some cir- 
cles as the “great unwashed,” 
Hank is also willing to sit in 
quiet vigil over the sick and dy- 
ing. The job can be over- 
whelming, Hank says. “! spoke 
with that family yesterday, and 
it was hard. You wonder, ‘Am | 
doing a good job?’," his voice 
growing quiet. 

“| feel like I've been guided,” 
he adds, sipping on a cup of cof- 
fee in his kitsch-filled Somerville 
apartment.

dward Klein’s All Too Hu- 
man: The Love Story of Jack 
and Jackie Kennedy is a 
piece of work: sizzling with 
sex and social climbing, yet 
| artfully tempered with sufficient context to 
salve the intellect of all but the most Hi- 
| malayan highbrows. 

| The excerpts that have appeared in Van- 
| ity Fair (raffish and knowing) and Parade 
| (chatty and saccharine) don’t do justice to 
| the book, which — in equal parts — is 
| wicked, sophisticated, and sympathetic. 
There are annoying howlers. It’s Beacon 
| Hill, not Nob Hill. The author has JFK 
| dressing with real style before he actually 
did. And playboy buddy Red Fay, a Navy 
| veteran, met Jack at Stanford, not while 
| serving on PT boats. 

But on the whole, Klein demonstrates a 
firm command, avoiding the pitfalls of 
| most celebrity send-ups by minimizing 
| hackneyed material and adding new facts 
to the old standbys central to the estab- 
| lished narrative. Example: it’s part of the 
| poor-little-rich-girl legend that Jackie’s fa- 
| ther, Black Jack Bouvier, was too drunk to 
| escort the bride. But, according to Klein, 
Jacqueline’s own mommy dearest, Janet 
Lee Bouvier Auchincloss, more or less or-

dered Jackie’s brother-in-law to get her 
former husband pissed before the ceremo- 
ny, adding a new dimension to the concept 
of wedding planning. 

All Too Human reinforces the cinematic 
quality of the Jack & Jackie saga: Jackie 
consummating her first love in a Parisian 
elevator with a Boston blueblood of modest 
literary pedigree (shades of Audrey Hep- 
burn); Jack seducing Jackie in the front seat 
of a convertible (Jimmy Stewart and Grace 
Kelly, off camera); Jack sleeping with his 
sister-in-law, Lee (Paul Newman in a par- 
ticularly louche role); Jackie getting even 
with Lee, who had her eye on Aristotle 
Onassis, by enchanting the old toad while 
escaping his embraces (Ingrid Bergman in 
high dudgeon); and Jackie settling a score 
with the unfaithful Jack by having an affair 


with a glamorous Italian industrialist (Liz 
Taylor circa Cat on a Hot Tin Roof). 

On balance, this book tells us more 
about Jackie than Jack. And that may be 
because there is more to reveal. Jack’s am- 
bition was grand, but specific. He wanted 
to be president. He did what he had to do 
to get there, inventing along the way a cult 
of personality that — in its time — may 
have been as strong as Elvis’s. 

Jackie’s ambition was more diffuse. From 
her first marriage until her death she saw 
and seized opportunities to dynamically 
reinvent herself. She was true to her board- 
ing-school vow: “Not to be a housewife.” 

Though the times, their backgrounds, 
and the rules of the game were very differ- 
ent, in that promise Jackie and Hillary Clin- 
ton shared common ground.

The race to replace Studds 
‘reveals an interesting contender

and attentive; the rest not quite there. Not 
many votes to be won. 

Bowles, though, plunges in. Criticizing 
the Republican Congress for boosting mili- 
tary spending while trying to cut Medicare, 
he says, “Things are pretty mean now in 
Washington. I think we need more young 
people in the Democratic Party who can go 
down there and fight back.” He starts to 
run through his résumé (“I went to Har- 
vard, but so far people aren’t holding it 
against me”), but is quickly interrupted. 

“If you’re that smart,” says one woman, 
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“you should be running for president.” 

“Well,” the 30-year-old Bowles replies 
with a laugh, “I’ve got to start somewhere.” 

For Bowles, that somewhere is Massachu- 
setts’s 10th Congressional District, which 
covers the South Shore, Cape Cod, and the 
Islands. For the past 24 years the district, in 
its various permutations, has been repre- 
sented by Gerry Studds, a Cohasset Demo- 
crat known for his liberalism, his strong 
stands on the environment, and his assidu- 
ous attention to his constituents. Studds is 
the only Massachusetts congressman step- 
ping down this year, making the race to suc- 
ceed him the hottest this side of the John 
Kerry—Bill Weld battle for the US Senate. 

Much is resting on Bowles’s shoulders. 
Republicans are eyeing the seat as one 
they might be able to win, and Bowles, de- 
spite lacking name recognition and a track 
record, could well emerge over the next 
two and a half weeks as the Democrats’ 
best hope for hanging onto the 10th. The 
reasons: Bowles’s youth, his independence 
from the party machinery, and, frankly, his 
family wealth, provided he’s willing to 
spend some of it. 


The character of the district 

Gerry Studds is unique. Though ar- 
guably more liberal than his district, he 
carved out a strong position through sheer 
hard work. As one of the first openly gay 
members of Congress, he appealed to the 
district’s lesbian-and-gay community, cen- 
tered in Provincetown. As the congressman 
for the important blue-collar fishing cities 
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of Fall River and New Bedford (both of 
which were shifted out of his district in 
1992), Studds taught himself Portuguese 
so that he could talk with his constituents. 
Particularly after the post-census redistrict-

All 
are liberals with few issues dividing 
them.

ing of 1992, the district has been an amorphous blob of 
working-class Democrats, small-town Republicans, and sub- 
urban independents, united solely by Studds’s unusually 
broad appeal. With Studds leaving the scene, observers say, 
the true character of the district will finally emerge — and 
that character may well be Republican. 

There’s little doubt that Republican Ed Teague, of 
Yarmouthport, minority leader of the Massachusetts House, 
will be a formidable opponent this fall. Teague, 46, is uni- 
versally considered to be far ahead of his own primary op- 
ponents, Bill Sargent, son of former governor Frank Sar- 
gent, and Steven Pappas, a political unknown. Still, the so- 
cially conservative, anti-choice Teague will likely find it 
more difficult to sway independents and Democrats than 
the state’s other Republican congressmen, Danvers’s Peter 
Torkildsen, a pro-choice moderate, and Shrewsbury’s Peter 
Blute, who’s anti-choice but who exudes populist appeal. 

Teague’s best hope may well be to run a negative campaign, 
something he presumably would be able to do with ease against 
either of Bowles’s better-known Democratic opponents. 

The frontrunner is Norfolk District Attorney Bill De- 
lahunt, 55, of Quincy, a veteran politician who’s popular 
with blue-collar voters. Appointed to the DA’s post by then- 
Governor Michael Dukakis in 1975, Delahunt is widely 
credited with transforming an old-fashioned political back- 
water into a modern, professional crimefighting organiza- 
tion, blazing a trail that was later followed by progressives 
such as Attorney General Scott Harshbarger (formerly the 
Middlesex DA) and Suffolk DA Ralph Martin. Delahunt is 
also credited with launching innovative programs to combat 
sexual and domestic abuse (see “Cityscape,” page 24). 

Delahunt’s congressional campaign, though, has been 
hampered by a steady drumbeat of stories in the Quincy Pa- 
triot Ledger and the Cape Cod Times, and to a lesser extent 
in the Boston papers, examining his real-estate dealings and 
questioning his methods of raising money and his handling 
of campaign funds. Though the effect on the public has been 
hard to measure, it’s given his opponents plenty of opportu- 
nity to charge Delahunt with being ethically insensitive. 

Delahunt’s principal primary challenger, Phil Johnston, 
52, of Marshfield, a Dukakis Administration alumnus, is an 
old-fashioned liberal who frequently invokes the name of 
Robert F. Kennedy, for whose 1968 presidential campaign 
he worked. Also seeking the Democratic nomination is 
Walter Murray, a 32-year-old paralegal from Hull, a mem- 
ber of the Christian Coalition who has raised no money 
and who’s unlikely to be a factor. 

That leaves Bowles, who moved from Washington, DC, 
back to his hometown, Woods Hole, only last year. Lou

the environment, Bowles has some real assets. 

For one thing, there is his youth. In contrast to the 
white-haired Delahunt and the schlumpy Johnston, Bowles 
is tall, thin, and athletic-looking; with combed-back black, 
wavy hair that makes him look like an only slightly less 
handsome version of John F. Kennedy Jr. 

For another, he’s managed to generate some genuine star 
appeal, especially among the Martha’s Vineyard and Nan- 
tucket social set. Bowles is on leave as vice-president of Con- 
servation International, a Washington-based nonprofit orga- 
nization involved in environmental issues such as rain-forest 
protection in the Third World. Board members include the 
actor Harrison Ford, and Bowles has won endorsements and 
money from the likes of David Geffen, James Taylor, Patrick 
Duffy, Ted Danson, and Norman Lear. 

Then there’s his background. A distant relative of 
Chester Bowles (an Adlai Stevenson intimate and JFK ad- 
viser), and part of a prominent Woods Hole family, Ian 
Bowles was an aide to former Rhode Island congresswom- 
an Claudine Schneider from 1988 to ’91, and already 
knows his way around Capitol Hill. (Bowles says he was 
registered as an independent when he worked for Schnei- 
der, a Republican, and changed his registration to Demo- 
cratic several years ago — well before considering a con- 
gressional run, he insists.) And though Federal Election 
Commission reports show that he trails Delahunt 
($470,128 through June 30) and Johnston ($236,357) in 
fundraising, he has managed to pull in $175,797. 

Still, Bowles clearly faces an uphill march. 

“Bowles is a classic example of a candidate who may be 
worthy of one’s attention but who lacks the ability to get 
his message out,” says Ron Zooleck, president and CEO of

the South Shore Chamber of Commerce, 
who predicts a Delahunt win in the prima- 
ry followed by a close race with Teague in 
November. 

But Bowles could overcome his disad- 
vantages very quickly if he’s willing to dip 
into his considerable family wealth. 
Bowles is coy about his intentions, but it 
seems likely that his checkbook will be 
open. He started advertising on Boston 
television more than a week ago, ahead of 
both Delahunt and Johnston, and says he 
hasn't made a final decision on using his 
personal funds. 

Understandably, Johnston — who had 
to step down from his $100,000-per-year 
job as New England director of the US 
Department of Health and Human Ser- 
vices in order to run — bristles at the no- 
tion that Bowles might try to buy the nom- 
ination. “lan is really the Steve Forbes of 


| this campaign,” fumes Johnston, who says 
| he’s being squeezed by both Delahunt, 


who accepts contributions from people 
who work for him and from lawyers who 
do business with his office, and by Bowles, 
who can tap into family wealth. 

Indeed, Johnston charges that Bowles 
earlier this year refused to go along when 


| he proposed that all the candidates limit 
| personal spending to $50,000. Bowles ve- 


hemently denies ever hearing Johnston 
make such a proposal, and asks sarcasti- 
cally, “Don’t you think that’s a little hard 
to take, coming from a guy who mentions 
FDR and Ted Kennedy in every one of his 
speeches?” Responds Johnston's political 
consultant, Michael Goldman: “I'll say it 
right on the record: the guy's a liar.” 


Three on a match 

Though Bowles, Delahunt, and Johnston 
may appeal to different constituencies, 
their views are remarkably similar. All are 


| liberals who could be reading from the 


same script when they denounce Newt 
Gingrich and the Republican Congress; all 
are pro-choice, all favor universal health 
care, all would have voted against the puni- 
tive welfare-reform bill that President Clin- 
ton signed last week, and all oppose the 
Defense of Marriage Act, which virtually 
prohibits same-sex marriage. Certainly 


| there are differences. Johnston proposes a 
| $100-billion-per-year tax cut for child 
| care, college tuition, and prescription 





drugs for the elderly, to be funded with 
cuts in military spending and corporate 
welfare. Delahunt and Bowles charge such 
a massive cut would be irresponsible. (Ac- 
tually, given that Congress gave the Pen- 


| tagon $14 billion more than it wanted this 
| year, and given that the libertarian Cato In- 


stitute estimates annual corporate welfare 
at $60 billion to $80 billion, the Johnston 
tax cut at least theoretically could help the 
economy without increasing the deficit.) 
Bowles favors the death penalty in some 


limited circumstances, and Johnston and 





Delahunt are both vehement opponents. 

Beyond that, though, the differences are 
primarily stylistic. 

A tieless Delahunt, relaxing over a Diet 
Coke outdoors at the Oyster Bar, near his 
headquarters in Quincy’s Marina Bay, is 
philosophical, mixing policy concerns 
about the growing gap between rich and 
poor with an ironic appreciation of the 
“vagaries and vicissitudes” of politics. 
“What I see is a form of social Darwin- 
ism,” he says, already looking ahead to the 
campaign against Ed Teague. “Congress is 


| dominated by the right wing of the Repub- 
| lican Party.” Asked about the negative 


press, he replies: “Certainly after 25 years 


| or thereabouts of elective office, anything 


can be examined, distorted, taken out of 
context.” Asked why he’s the only major 
candidate not to release his tax returns, he 
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says it would be an unfair invasion of pri- 
vacy — especially that of his ex-wife, with 
whom he remains close. 

In contrast to Delahunt, Johnston comes 
across as intense and ideological during an 
appearance at the Arthur Drohan Apart- 
ments, a complex for the elderly and dis- 
abled in West Quincy. Despite a calm de- 
meanor, Johnston offers rhetoric that’s 
fiery. In his speech and in a subsequent in- 
terview, his denunciations of Teague 
(“your worst nightmare”), Delahunt (“I 
don’t have much respect for people who 
flip in the middle of a political campaign,” 
he says of Delahunt’s embrace of abortion 
rights in 1992), and Bowles (“the only rea- 
son he’s a credible candidate is that he’s 
rich”) imbue Johnston with an air of self- 
righteousness, accented by a permanently 
arched right eyebrow. “I'm very uncom- 
fortable with negative campaigning,” he 
says with a straight face. “I’ve never run a 
negative campaign in my life.” 

Yet Johnston deserves credit for remain- 
ing a believer in the power of government 
to help. Despite presiding over “tremen- 
dously painful” cuts during his last two 
years as Governor Dukakis’s secretary of 
Human Services, he remains popular with 
the human-services community. And 
there’s no doubting his compassion to- 
ward the poor, the disabled, and the elder- 
ly. “My values have remained steadfast 
since I was a boy,” he says. 

By contrast, lan Bowles is cool and ana- 
lytical. He mocks Johnston’s passion, 
commenting at one point, “He has a hard 
time uttering a sentence in which the 
words ‘shocking’ and ‘appalling’ don’t ap- 
pear.” And though he thinks Delahunt’s 
ethics are a legitimate issue (he’s filed a 
complaint with the Federal Election Com- 
mission that Delahunt insists is ground- 
less), his principal critique of Delahunt is 
that he practices “the politics of the past.” 

Certainly Bowles is a young man of in- 
tense ambition. Glenn Prickett, who's fill- 
ing in for him at Conservation Internation- 
al, describes Bowles as a workaholic who 
puts in late hours and who, despite occa- 
sional evenings spent bowling or going out 
to dinner with friends, hasn't left himself 
much time for a social life. “He’s very dy- 
namic, very committed, very bright,” says 
Prickett, who’s known Bowles for about a 
half-dozen years. “I think he'd be a great 
representative.” 

Some think Bowles doesn’t really expect 
to win this race, and is instead using it to 
prepare for a future campaign. Delahunt and 
his staff say nothing but nice things about 
Bowles, presumably because they think 
Bowles will hurt Johnston and split the anti- 
Delahunt vote. Bowles, though, insists he’s 
in it to win: “We've done way too much 
work just to build a base for something else.” 

There's no doubt that Bowles offers an 
unusual combination of youth and experi- 
ence. Whether that’s enough to offset the 
generation of public service that Delahunt 
and Johnston bring to the table remains to 
be seen. “I firmly believe I'm a better can- 
didate than either of them, more open- 
minded, more flexible,” Bowles says, sit- 
ting in front of Quincy City Hall on a hot 
afternoon. “I just think there’s an energy 
that comes with being a little bit younger.” 

It’s time for some more meeting and 
greeting. He walks into Clifford's Flowers 
and introduces himself to Pat Folan, 38, of 
Weymouth, while his volunteer driver, 
Jimmy Bowen, 18, of Falmouth, hands her 
a flier. 

“I went to Harvard,” Bowles tells Folan 
as she eyes his literature, “but so far peo- 
ple aren’t holding it against me.” Q

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Convention Diary 


“You are seeing a transition in American 
politics today. These will be presidential 
conventions — not the Republican or 
Democratic conventions in the old 
sense of it, because all of these things 
are decided beforehand.” 


— Mayor Richard M. Daley

CHICAGO — His tones were hushed, his voice measured 
and paced to the pulse of a respirator. Nothing, he said, is 
impossible. 

“That should be our motto,” actor Christopher Reeve told 
the assembled delegates on the first night of the Democratic 
National Convention. “It’s not a Democratic motto, it’s not a 
Republican motto. It’s an American motto.” 

If Bill Clinton is the president of all the people, then his 
party is trying to show it can be the party of all the people. 
“America is stronger when all of us take care of all of us,” 
said Reeve, whose spine was severely damaged by a fall from 
a horse just over a year ago. In defiance of his medical prog- 
nosis, he hopes one day to walk again. 

But long after Reeve was wheeled off the podium to the 
sound of sobs and sustained applause, an unasked question 
hung over the convention hall. Is there any hope for regener- 
ation of the presidential spinal column once the last vote is 
counted on November 5? 

The nomination of Bill Clinton is, of course, a foregone 
conclusion, and his re-election as near a lock as these things 
come. This convention is designed to showcase his achieve- 
ments. Bill Clinton has, of late, taken great pains to distance 
himself from the notio 1 that the government ought to take 
care of all of us. Indeed, it is worth noting that it’s not so 
much the spirit of party stalwart Ron Brown guiding this 
convention as it is the actual presence of Dick Morris — the 
chief campaign strategist of uncertain party loyalties who has 
given a willing Clinton a hard shove to the right of center. 
But Democrats here, particularly liberal Democrats, seem 
only too willing to forgive the man whom Republicans in San 
Diego accused, only half in jest, of trying to run on their 
platform. Many seem to think that they’ve received some 
sort of nod and a wink from the president, an indication that 
come Election Day, things will be different. 

From Barney Frank to Jesse Jackson to Donna Shalala, the 
belief is that an incumbent president, no longer worried 
about re-election, will be free to act in a consistently more 
progressive manner. 

“I think that’s a definite possibility,” says Candace Gin- 
grich, sister of the House Speaker, who’s in Chicago with 
the Human Rights Campaign. But, unlike others, she adds a 
cautionary note. “He would be of the camp that would want 
to see Al Gore in 2000, and wouldn’t want to do anything to 
jeopardize that.” 

The problem with Democrats, as former New York Gover- 
nor Mario Cuomo reminded the convention Tuesday night, 
is that “we allowed ourselves to be characterized by our op- 
ponents.” Whether it was “anti-American” in 1968, “soft on 
crime” in 1988, or “anti-family” in 1994, Democrats seem 
unable to stop Republicans from framing the terms of the 
debate. Somewhere along the line the Democrats abandoned 
not only their intellectual coherence and claim on the future, 
but their moral authority as well. 

The man who four years ago pointed out “It’s the econo- 
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my, stupid,” is now picking up a nice piece of pocket 
change for daring to say what a generation of Democrats 
have been uncomfortable stating: “We’re right and they’re 
wrong.” Political consultant James Carville, as near a thing 
to a rock star as this convention has got, brings them to 
their feet each time he promises, “Never again will we let it 
happen to us — this malicious, vicious, false right-wing 
piling on, and we just stand there and take it.” 

This move to seize the debate comes at the same time 
many within the party see what has been variously catego- 
rized as a resurgence of liberalism or the emergence of a new 
progressivism among Democrats. But what forces within the 
party will guide that impulse is not yet clear. One contender 
is the Democratic Leadership Council, the Clinton 
launching pad that has a deliberately moderate- 
Republicanesque platform that emphasizes 
family values, free trade, toughness on 
crime, and smaller government, and en- 
courages breaks with labor and other tra- 
ditional Democratic constituencies. Born 
of the conviction that the Democrats must 
beat Republicans by playing their game, 
the DLC found its latest poster 
boy in the convention keynoter, 
Indiana Governor Evan Bayh. 
The son of Senator Birch 
Bayh, the New Deal liberal 
knocked over by Dan Quayle in the 1980 Rea- 
gan landslide, the governor has cut welfare, criti- 
cized taxing and spending, and told Washington, “Give 
us the money and get out of the way.” 

The fracturing of the party over the Vietnam War in the 
1968, and the resulting debacle in the 1972 general elec- 
tion, led many Democrats to conclude that there was safe- 
ty, if not guaranteed success, in the center. Since '68 only 
two Democrats have won the presidency: Jimmy Carter, 
who ran as a Southern outsider, and Bill Clinton, a self- 
styled consumer-friendly Southern moderate. But now a 
newly revitalized organized labor, as well as minorities and 
women who believe that the country’s divisions follow class 
lines, are daring other Democrats to speak the L-word. 

Barney Frank believes that Americans are coming to 
equate liberalism with getting something they want, like 
public safety or health insurance. “They're ready to see 
government intervene” to meet their needs, he claims. Af- 
ter the November elections, Frank intends to focus his en- 
ergy on reducing military spending to provide funds for 
such programs. 

Republicans have made government a dirty word. Out on 
the campaign trail, Bob Dole likes to stir up a crowd by 
proclaiming, “Democrats are for government, and Republi- 
cans are for people.” It is about time that Democrats, in- 
stead of sitting in embarrassed silence, remembered that 
what America has is not merely a government, but a gov- 
ernment by the people, for the people.

Bobby is dead. Hubert is dead. Gene and George an- 
swered the firebell one too many times, and were harnessed 
and dragged out to pasture. A concrete vault and a slab of 
bronze are doing their best to ensure we won’t have Dick 
Nixon to kick around anymore. The only candidate left 
standing from 1968 is at the corner of Wacker Drive and 
Michigan Avenue, begging for donations. 

“I saw the riots from the inside of a limousine,” chauf- 
feured by a television production crew, explains Pat 
Paulsen, who ran his first and most successful campaign 
for president in 1968. “It’s not exactly a fond memory.” 
The sympathies of the Smothers Brothers’ television show, 
where Paulsen was resident comic-cum-candidate, were 
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decidedly anti-war. Paulsen campaigned from New Hamp- 
shire to California (he left the Ambassador Hotel shortly 
before Robert Kennedy was shot, and the FBI pored over 
his film crew’s footage looking for clues in the assassina- 
tion) and by some accounts garnered more than 200,000 
write-in votes. (Some states refused to report them.) He 
has run three times since then, came in a distant second to 
Clinton in last winter’s New Hampshire primary, and found 
his campaign newly invigorated when a cable channel, Nick 
At Nite’s TV Land, recently decided to underwrite part of 
his campaign expenses. 

A couple of cops approach Paulsen. “I see you survived 
68,” the candidate observes. “We were on the other side 
then,” answers one. Students in 1968, they joined the 
force in 1971. Paulsen is a little fuzzy on those 
days. “I never exhaled,” he explains. 

He rattles his donation can, and a pass- 
ing delegate lets out a happy cry of recog- 
nition. “Hey,” she exclaims, “I thought 

you were dead.”

In charge of it all is Gary Smith, recipient of 23 Emmys 
and co-producer of Elvis’s last television special. Ladies 
and gentlemen, Bob Casey has left the building.

“We're sitting there looking at Michigan Ave, at troops 
with machine guns and barbed wire curled. | thought, “This 
is supposed to be a Democratic Party convention?’ ” Jim 
Heidenreich and his brother were gassed when they traveled 
here from Wisconsin to “see what was going on” in August 
1968. “It was hot, muggy, the gas stuck close to the 
ground,” he recalls. “It’s a miracle more people didn’t get 
hurt . . . that gas stuff will throw a panic.” Heidenreich cred- 
its his Marine Corps background with keeping him calm 
when others panicked. Still, he did not emerge unscathed: 
“It hurt. You can call me naive or what, but I’ve always had a 
strong belief in the United States form of government.” 

This week, Heidenreich returned to Chicago as an alter- 
nate delegate from Wisconsin. Recently retired after 28 
years as a bus driver in Milwaukee, he served as president of 
his local of the Amalgamated Transit Union for two years, 
and as vice-president of the Milwaukee County Labor 
Council’s AFL/CIO central body for six years. And he says 
what was true about the Democratic Party 28 years ago is 
true today: “I think there’s still a core set of beliefs in the 
Democratic Party. We care about people. We say not only 
we care about families, but we try to support them.” As a 
new union member, Heidenreich says, he took a vow to

Conventional 
people Lesson one: 
__ Republicans have hairstyles; 
Democrats have empathy 
n an evening more emotionally manipulative than 
a month of reruns of The Waltons, the Democrat- 
ic Party kicked off its quadrennial presidential 
nominating convention Monday night in Chicago. 

Wheelchairs and widows were the Democratic 
theme on a night that must have had Bob Dole kick- 
ing himself for missing the chance to roll up his right 
sleeve during his acceptance speech at the Republican 
Convention in San Diego. But even if Dole had 
slapped his war-withered arm on the podium, he 
wouldn’t have been able to outdo the Democrats at 
cornering the sympathy vote. Human weakness is a 
Democratic strength. The compassion and sentimen- 
tality on display throughout the evening permitted the 
Dems to let their better selves shine through. On 
Monday night they served notice that they are as com- 
fortable with infirmity as the GOP is with luxury. 

In my estimation, the convention got off to a good 
start. But then, I like The Waltons. 

The proceedings began with a series of speech by 
Democratic officials from around the country. And I do 
mean “speech.” They all said the same things: it does 
take a village to raise a child, and by the way, Mr. Dole, 
nobody ever said families aren’t the most important 
components of any village. The economy is good and 
crime is bad, Bill Clinton is good for the economy and 
bad for crime. And guns are bad. Very, very bad. 

The only thing worse than guns is Bob Dole’s run- 
ning mate, Newt Gingrich. (Jack Kemp apparently got 
lost somewhere on the trip from California.) In the 
first hour of the Chicago gathering, Newt received 
more attention than he did in a week in San Diego. 

And speaker after speaker belittled the GOP for its 
recent attempts to package itself as diverse and inclu- 
sive. They pointed out that a wide array of people 
have always been welcomed in the Democratic Party. 
(True enough. Even Strom Thurmond was once a 
member.) This point was reiterated time and again 
with cutaway shots of an extremely diverse group of 
delegates. Moments into the Chicago get-together, the 
San Diego “Republican Rainbow” already seemed a 
ridiculous memory; unlike the GOP, the Dems have 
no fear of running out of persons of color during a 
four-day gathering. 

An abundance of working-class people were in at- 
tendance at Chicago’s United Center. As the proceed- 
ings began, the mere presence of these Americans put 
a much more human face on the event than was seen 
at the Dole coronation. This wasn’t a Versace or Gucci 
crowd, but then it didn’t look like it had just been 
gang-hairdressed by a hit squad of Republican stylists 
from Nashville, either. The delegates in Chicago aren’t 
beautiful or gaudy. Just presentable. And unlike their 
counterparts in San Diego, this cross-section of citi- 
zens appears to be in possession of something that no 
amount of money can buy: lucidity. There is some- 
thing likable and human about people wearing mixed- 
and-matched outfits from T.J. Maxx and Wal-Mart, 
people who have stretched their budgets to the limit to 
participate in democracy. Although it wouldn’t be a 
gathering of Democrats without some slick, old-fash- 
ioned ward heelers scattered throughout the assem- 
blage, most didn’t appear to be veteran politicos. 

No, they seemed — and, as such, flawed. 
They looked like they had all seen worse days and 
were clearly enjoying their moment in the big time. 
Even during the most emotional moments of various 
speeches, they smiled and waved excitedly when they 
spotted themselves on the Jumbotron. Wholly inap- 
propriate. Completely unsophisticated. But not bad. 

Especially as the studio audience for an evening 
meant to kick off Bill Clinton's re-election. The fail- 
ings of our incumbent leader are easily overlooked by 
people who have had their lives ordered by the grim 
reality of everyday existence. People who must scrape 
to assemble four days’ worth of outfits probably can’t 
afford the luxury of voting against their vital interests 
because somebody has had some marital problems or 
was involved in a cheesy land deal that he lost money 
on, They all have uncles and brothers or husbands 
who've done worse. And most of those are still wel- 
come at the holidays. They're family, for God’s sake. 
The Democratic Convention seems full of people who 
have some real disagreements with Bill Clinton, and 
given the opportunity they might tell the president just 
how they feel. But only after insisting that he eat the 
last piece of pie. 

So these people were a perfect audience for Mon- 
day’s show: a few hours of drudgery, followed by the- 
atrics and sentiment to dazzle the rank and file. Holly- 
wood actor Edward James Olmos, dressed like a base-

Something has fried the C-SPAN school 
bus. Blown its circuits and melted its relays. A 
weary staffer leans his head against the metal 
skin of the mobile studio. “I feel like I’m at 
the bedside of a sick friend,” he says sadly. 

It’s not certain, but conspiracy theorists 
think what zapped the C-SPAN bus is the 
same 220 volts that ran down a 110 line and 
blew out three Washington Times VDTs 
earlier in the week. The Media is not happy. 

For a reporter, the week in San Diego 
with 2000-plus delegates who think 
you’re lying scum was made tolerable by 
the RNC press operation, which efficient- 
ly provided everything from multiple 
copies of the party platform to the biog- 
raphy of the guy who turns out the lights 
each night at the convention. Two days 
into the convention, the DNC press office 
is still promising to locate a master list of 
delegates, and reporters have taken to 
stealing copies of the platform from un- 
der the delegates’ chairs. 

Corporate largesse provided reporters 


with free food, beer, telephones, and faxes 
in comfortable hotel surroundings at the 
Republican Convention. The corporate 
largesse is here, but the DNC has housed 
it in a tacky media village of inflatable 
Quonset huts and porta-potties. Located 
in the parking lot next to the United Cen- 
ter, it sits under the watchful eye of Mal- 
colm X College. Thunderstorms have 
flooded workspaces and knocked out pow- 
er; security guards show up long enough 
to help themselves to media T-shirts and 
pins; and there are no seats to sit on while 
you eat the free food. Revenge is exacted 
with the pen: an inordinate number of sto- 
ries are being filed about the perils of 
union labor and the ethics of the delegates 
and politicians being lavishly entertained 
by corporations and lobbyists. (Somehow 
in San Diego, where the reporters got 
theirs, such things rated low on the inter- 
est meter. Reporters partied happily at a 
media extravaganza sponsored by, among 
others, a newspaper that was trying to bust 
the local reporters’ union.) 

There is one thing Democrats do better 
than Republicans. Their buses run on 
time, and free. The Republicans contract 
out their transportation needs to private 
businesses, which charge delegates and 
media a hefty price for four days of rides. 
The Democrats muscle the local trans- 
portation authority into providing free 
transit. At each shuttle stop in Chicago, a 
CTA employee stands, waiting to make 
sure that everybody’s happy. 
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“Shoot to kill” arsonists and “shoot to 
maim” looters.

The cops have been to sensitivity-train- 
ing sessions, and, for most, it seems to 
have taken, although a former alderman is 
charging that police used excessive force 
to break up a birthday party on the South- 
west Side last weekend.

slow to turn down music and move illegal- 
ly parked cars. 

Somebody — the mayor’s office claims 
not to know who — greased the statue of 
General John Logan and his horse in 
Grant Park. In ’68, the Yippies used the 
Statue as a staging area, climbing the horse 
and draping it with flags. Why anyone 
would think grease would deter an alum- 
nus of the party that ran a live pig for 
president is anybody’s guess. 

In 1968, the mayor forced businesses to 
neaten up for the convention by erecting 
redwood fences. In 96, his son prefers 
wrought iron. Business owners on the con- 
vention route complained that city inspec- 
tors made perfectly clear that unless they 


| cleaned up, landscaped, and installed the 





expensive fencing they faced heavy fines.

Joel Sheffel is upset. He’s undone his 
shirt collar and mopped his face and he 
still can barely speak straight.

Sheffel is a regional representative to 
the Coalition of Citizens with Disabilities 
in Illinois. He and some of his friends 
have received special invitations to a 
Grant Park rally welcoming Vice-Presi- 
dent Al Gore to Chicago. They arrive — 
one blind, one unsteady, one with com- 
promising medical conditions — only to 
discover that the rally area is not 
wheelchair-accessible, and that there is no 
handicapped and elderly seating. Sheffel 
swings into action. He finds makeshift 
seating on a riser three feet off the 
ground. He demands water, and organiz- 
ers scurry to find some. The first case of 
water is short-stopped by technicians in 
the camera stand, the second by the good 
ladies from a local church choir (who, in 
fairness, are swooning under their heavy 
maroon robes). Finally, a half-empty case 
reaches the elderly and disabled. There is 
not enough to go around. 

“They don’t care, the Democrats just 
don’t care,” a stunned Sheffel stammers. 
“They’re supposed to plan for us.” 

But somehow, inexplicably, they don’t. 
Two nights later, dozens of disabled peo- 
ple, special guests of the convention, flock 


to the United Center to hear Christopher 
Reeve. The CTA buses are handicapped- 
accessible, and transport to the conven- 
tion is easy. Inside, however, they find the 
elevators jammed with partygoers headed 
for hospitality suites. If they make it to the 
right floor, they discover there is no seat- 
ing for wheelchairs, and indeed some of 
them have been issued credentials that do 
not even allow them access to the hall. A 
woman in a wheelchair, her young daugh- 
ter at her side, fights back tears. A man 
with no legs, a survivor of other Demo- 
cratic conventions, says to no one in par- 
ticular, “This is nothing. You shoulda 
seen Atlanta.”

There is an official protest zone outside 
the convention center, peopled largely by 
kindly old ladies who want universal health 
care and individuals with too much time 
on their hands who want a stamp for John 
Belushi. The folks who took it to the 
streets in 1968 are taking it to the Arie 
Crowne Theatre for a Tom Hayden—con- 
ceived “Return to Chicago 68/96.” The

Gravy is invoked, and all the NO SMOKING 
signs are strictly observed.

ture.” Soon to be found, he promises, at a 
supermarket near you.) 

Not all of it grates on the soul. Bella 
Abzug and “For What It’s Worth” — es- 
pecially in the hands not only of Stills and 
Nash but Bonnie Raitt and Keb’ Mo’ — 
still wear surprisingly well. Jesse Jackson 
and Studs Terkel still sustain a vision. 

“That’s Dave who?” squeals a young 
woman photographer. “He’s 81? Oh, he’s 
so cute!” 

Cuteness is in the lens of the beholder. 
Entering his ninth decade, David Dellinger 
continues to lead the most committed of 
lives. A radical Quaker pacifist, he brought 
his National Mobilization Committee to 
Chicago in 1968 not “to storm the con- 
vention with tanks or Mace,” but rather 
“to storm the hearts and minds of the 
American people.” Nearly three decades 
after standing trial with the Chicago Eight, 
he says, “Society is even sicker today than 
it was in 1968.” But unifying causes, he 
admits, are harder to find. Thirty years 
ago it was “civil rights and the war in Viet- 
nam. Now it’s like Heinz: 57 different is- 
sues. Basically they don’t add up to the 
same thing.” What the advocates of all 
these causes must realize, he says, is: “You 
have to go out in the street, or in your own 
local town, and change the way things are 


done. Problems will not be solved by either | 


the Democratic or Republican Party, but 
by people changing their lives in their 
neighborhoods and their communities.” QO

In Quincy, domestic violence

n August 16, in Suf- 
folk County Superi- 
or Court, 28-year- 
old Ralph Warring- 
ton of Roslindale 
was sentenced to seven to eight years 
in prison for abusing his girlfriend — 
beating her, locking her in a room, 
throwing her down a flight of stairs, 


| dragging her around by her hair, and 


threatening even worse if she told 
anyone what he was doing. 
All that has stopped now. The 


| problem is that Warrington’s girl- 


friend had to endure two years of at- 
tacks before her abuser was punished. 
Some activists argue that such 


| abuse drags on because victims of do- 
| mestic violence are afraid to seek 


help. Others say that even though 


| Massachusetts has long led the coun- 
| try on domestic-violence legislation, 


its outreach programs still have diffi- 


| culty locating victims. 


Unless, that is, a victim lives in 


Quincy, one of five towns in Norfolk 
| County. 


Since 1978, the Norfolk County 


| District Attorney’s Domestic Violence 
| Unit and the Quincy Police Depart- 


ment have been working closely to 


| track and educate victims of domestic 
ee a | violence.

At the end of each day, the Quincy 


a list of that day’s domestic incidents. 
In response, the unit sends the victim 
a letter that details the victim’s legal 
rights and also provides a list of shel- 
ters, counselors, and legal services. 

Unlike programs that establish 
communication with victims only af- 
ter their alleged abusers have been ar- 
rested — or programs that provide 
counseling for victims or witnesses 
already making their way through the 
court system — the Quincy program 
contacts anyone who reports being a 
victim of domestic violence. 

The letter-writing program has 
made a difference to the scores of vic- 
tims who don't press charges, either 
from fear of harm or simply because 


| they don’t trust the court system. 


Mariann Hinkle, director of the 
Norfolk County Domestic Abuse and 
Sexual Assault Unit, says there are no 


| definitive numbers on how many let- 
| ter recipients subsequently seek help. 


But, she adds, the eight-week educa- 
tion workshops run by the DA’s of- 
fice are always full. 

The letter system makes the entire 


| Norfolk County law-enforcement sys- 
| tem more efficient, says Quincy Po- 
| lice Chief Francis Mullen. 


“It's a 
tracking system for the police that 


'| provides victims with what sometimes 
| is very-difficult-to-obtain informa- 
| tion,” 


Mullen says. 

“Some say the court system and 
the police department can’t work to- 
gether,” he adds. “This program 


'| shows that’s not true.” 


The remaining four towns of Nor- 


| folk County — Brookline, Dedham, 


Stoughton, and Wrentham — have 


| formed domestic-violence units only 
|| in the last five years. None of them 
| has initiated the letter system.

They will often come forward, how- 
ever, after the second or third. 

“It may take them a while,” she 
says, “but they have the information 
in the letter that lets them know there 
is someone waiting to hear from 
them.” 

Take Carla Noonan. She no longer 
wears long-sleeved blouses to hide 
cigarette burns, knife wounds, and 
scars from stitches. 

In fact, the 37-year-old mother of 
two pays little attention to her scars 
as she French-braids her daughter's 
hair and speaks matter-of-factly 
about years of abuse at the hands of 
Kevin, her ex-husband, a 38-year-old 
auto mechanic. Kevin has since 
moved back home to Pittsburgh. 

“There was a time in my life that | 
was as timid as a lamb, says Noonan. 
“I talked to no one, and | truly be- 
lieved there was nowhere for me to 
go for help.” Noonan remembers how 
she used to read stories about bat- 
tered women who went to the police 
but died at the hands of their abusers 
nonetheless. Noonan was both afraid 


s “WS ; 
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Noonan’s beatings became so fre- 
quent and so horrible that she finally 
went to the police. And to her sur- 
prise, her case wasn’t shuffled into a 
bottomless pile. Instead, just two 
weeks after contacting the police, 
Noonan received a letter in the mail 
from the office of Norfolk County DA 
William Delahunt. 

“There was actually someone out 
there checking up on me,” Noonan 
says. “It made me feel empowered.” 

The list of contacts at the bottom | 
of the letter provided Noonan with 
the information she needed. One of 
the hotlines set her up with a legal 
advisor, and three weeks later her 
husband was served a restraining or- 
der. He left the state, and she suc- | 
cessfully filed for divorce a few 
months afterward. 

s | 

For eight years, Rachael lived in | 
northern Vermont with a boyfriend 
who abused her without leaving any | 
evidence. 

“There were times | wanted him 
arrested and the police wouldn't do 
it,” she says. Then there were times 
he was arrested, but because she 
showed no physical signs of abuse, 
her case never made it past the ar- | 
raignment stage. Other times, she | 
says, she didn’t press charges because | 
she was afraid he would kill her. 

Rachael says she had a difficult | 
time finding programs that would | 
help her. “I was told by one organi- | 
zation to call back at a less busy 
time,” she recalls. “That was about | 
an hour after he chased me down 
the street with a baseball bat, | 
threatening to kill me if he caught 
me.” Meanwhile, the police could 
do little without witnesses or physi- | 
cal evidence. 

A little over two years ago, Rachael | 
fled to Quincy, only to be followed by | 
her boyfriend. “I was going to make | 
my way south, but he caught up with 
me shortly after | took a waitressing | 
job for some extra cash,” she says. 

One night, he kicked down her | 
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and skeptical about turning to a “fail- 
ing system” for help. 

“My only other alternative was to 
curl up on the couch after dinner and 
look for domestic-violence programs 
in the yellow pages,” she says. “But 
with my husband constantly shadow- 
ing me, that really wasn’t an option.” 

The Norfolk County DA's office is 
well aware that abusers often monitor 
their victims closely. “The letter sys- 
tem is very labor-intensive,” says 
Hinkle. “We need to be very careful 
with how we send these letters out. 
We don’t want to put the victims in 
any additional danger.”

door and beat her for two hours be- 
fore disappearing into the night. She | 
called the Quincy police, who arrived, | 
wrote up a report, and left. “I was | 
sure it was going to be the same thing 
as before, with no one following 
through.” 

But then she received the letter. She 
contacted one of the hotlines, and 
within 48 hours had moved to a safe | 
place where she received counseling. 
Eventually, her former boyfriend was 
arrested and prosecuted. 

“I could still be running if it wasn’t 
for that letter,” Rachael says. “I’m not 
dead because of a letter.” O |

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No! 


The positive effect of 
being firmly negative

O. 

That’s right: I said, No. Didn’t you hear 

me the first time? N-O. No. 

There. I feel much better. 

I’ve been practicing, you see. Looking 
people straight in the eye. Taking deep breaths. Saying 
that simple, vexing word — “no” — rather than all the 
vague, indirect words and phrases I’m accustomed to 
using in its place, such as “maybe” and “um. . . I’m not 
sure” and “well, let’s talk later in the week.” 

Why is this so hard? 

A friend calls and says, “Hey: I have this great place on 
Cape Cod for two weeks in August — why don’t you 
come for a weekend?” 

I have no intention of doing this. I don’t know this per- 
son very well, I am busy, I don’t like Cape Cod in August, 
I am simply not going. 

I say, “Oh! That sounds great!” Then I stammer around 
| about my busy schedule and how 
| this-and-that is up in the air, and I 
say, “Lemme call you next week 
when I have a better sense of 
where things are.” And then I fret 
for 48 hours about exactly what 
story I'll tell to weasel my way out. 

At a dinner, someone brings 

up a movie I hated and asks me if 
I liked it. I don’t know this per- 
son well, either, and can’t tell if 
this particular movie would have 
appealed to her or not. So 
instead of blasting the stupid 
| film, I dance around it. I actually 
invoke a phrase I loathe — 
“Well, I had problems with it” — 
and then I wait to gauge her 
reaction, wait for the green light 
to tell me whether it’s okay to 
express my own feelings. 

What a wimp! 

Well, enough. No more. No is 
a good word, a healthy word, a 
necessary word, and from now 
on I am resolved to use it at least 
once a day. 

I got a crash course in the word 
— how to say it, why it’s so diffi- 
cult to utter — back in July, when 
a team from ABC’s PrimeTime Live came to Boston to do a 
segment on me after the publication of my last book. Perhaps 
you saw the segment on August 21. Perhaps you saw me 
being interviewed in my living room, or walking soulfully 
down the beach on Martha’s Vineyard with the ABC corre- 
spondent, or ambling down the street with my dog. It all 
probably looked natural enough — a writer in her own 
milieu, carrying out her daily routines — but it’s important 
(for me, anyway) to point out what you didn’t see. 

You did not see me being interviewed (about my past 
history with alcohol) in a bar. 

You did not see me standing by the spot where my 
mother’s ashes are buried, gazing mournfully at the circle 
of stones that marks the site. 

You did not see me walk into or out of an AA meeting. 

You did not see me cry. 

That’s because I used the word no many times. No. No. 
No. NO. 

Some people might find the idea of being followed 
about by a network-television crew for three days exciting, 
or ego-bolstering, or adventuresome. Me, I found it to be 
a three-day exercise in the pain and horror of establishing 
boundaries and setting limits, a minor education in what it 
means to say that simple word, no. 

Saying no makes you feel like a bad girl, bottom line. It 
goes against all your placating, accommodating good-girl 
instincts, causes you to risk being disliked, or being the 
object of someone else’s annoyance or wrath. It requires 
putting your own needs and wishes before those of anoth- 
er, an exercise that requires knowing what your own needs 
and wishes are in the first place. All of those are difficult 
tasks — particularly if you’re a woman and have spent the 
bulk of your life running around with those pesky little 
girl-antennae tuned into everyone else’s feelings. 

When the producer from ABC first called to make 
arrangements with me about the PrimeTime Live segment, 
my instincts were all accommodating and gracious. She 
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mentioned a few things that made me squirm a bit — 
maybe we could do part of the interview at the Ritz bar, 
descriptions of which figure in the book, or maybe we 
could film me walking in or out of some of the buildings 
where I currently go to AA meetings — but basically she 
said we'd play the whole thing by ear and I said fine, okay, 
and set the anxiety aside. I felt as though I were adopting a 
casual attitude toward the whole thing — sure, I’m flexi- 
ble, we'll play it by ear — but in fact, I was sidestepping 
the more painful matter of setting limits and acting on 
them. So, when the ABC crew finally arrived, when it 
became clear that this producer was actually going to 
phone the Ritz bar and ask for permission to interview me 
there, and (above all) when it dawned on me that I might 
actually have to sit in one of my old drinking haunts — in 
public, under hot lights, in a room full of watchful 
strangers — and be filmed having a conversation about 
my alcoholism, I came face-to-face with both the need and 
the profound discomfort of saying the word: no. 

“No. I’ve thought about it. I am not going to be inter- 
viewed in a bar.” 

I said it, just like that. 

The producer looked at me. 
Her eyes narrowed a bit. She 
started to argue quietly — 
this was a 12-minute seg- 
ment, they needed to shoot 
me in a variety of venues, they 
needed me to be cooperative 
— and | said it again: “No. I 
don’t go to bars and I’m not 
going to a bar with you.” 

Same thing happened 
around my mother’s grave 
site (the filming of which 
hadn’t been raised as a possi- 
bility beforehand). “No. That 
site belongs to my family. It 
doesn’t belong on TV.” 

These might sound like 
instances where saying no is 
the obvious choice — legiti- 
mate and necessary and 
appropriate — but I can’t tell 
you how uncomfortable they 
made me. All that internal 
stuff about being good — 
being nice and helpful and 
cooperative — came roaring 
up from the depths, settled 
on the surface, screamed hos- 
tile little messages at me. These people are bigger and more 
important than you are — you can’t say no. These people 
are figures of authority — you're not allowed to set limits. 
These people will exact revenge if you make them mad — 
saying no is not an option. Those messages feel very real, 
very potent. My hands shook when I said no. Once, I 
thought I might burst into tears. 

But the upshot? I said no and I stuck to it and the pro- 
ducer got very annoyed with me and life went on. There 
was no earth-shattering explosion, the producer ended up 
with plenty of usable footage, everyone survived. And, 
more to the point, I ended up with a valuable lesson, not 
just in why it’s so hard to say no but in why it’s so vital. To 
some extent, every instance where you’re compelled to 
draw a line in the sand like that is laced with the same 
fears, the same internal battles. The good girl says no is 
not an option: the friend with the house on Cape Cod is 
somehow a more important person than you are, and will 
be angry if you reject her invitation; the woman at the din- 
ner has more valuable opinions than you do, and will be 
disgusted if you reveal your own (inferior) thoughts; the 
word no not only carries too many risks, it also evokes too 
many uncomfortable feelings, raises all those painful, hid- 
den doubts about self-worth. Are you valuable enough to 
decide what you want for yourself, even if that means 
hurting someone else’s feelings? Are your own opinions 
adequate? Do you deserve to have a backbone? When I sat 
there in my living room and said No, no, no to the ABC 
producer, the real discomfort ultimately had less to do 
with her feelings than it did with my own, with my own 
struggle to believe that I had a right to use the word in the 
first place, a right to protect my own privacy, a right to 
determine what felt comfortable and what didn’t. 

Whew. Very hard work, saying no. At heart, it requires 
believing in yourself, which is why I think it should be 
uttered often, daily, firmly. 

Once more, with feeling. No, no, a thousand times no. QO

Oh, yeah, if it’s on X-Files and there’s a video game 
you know it’s gotta be legit. The Pentagon always noti- 
fies the entertainment industry when it gets in some 
fresh aliens. 

In fact, what we’ve got here is a showcase example of 
the American genius for hype. Officially, at least, there’s 
no such place as “Area 51.” The name refers to a six-by- 
10-mile section numbered 51 on an old grid-type map 
of the Nevada A-bomb test site. 

Now part of the Nellis Air Force Range, Area 51 is the 
home of a used-to-be-secret-but-everybody-and-his- 
dentist-knew-about-it airfield at Groom (dry) Lake. The 
Pentagon reportedly has used the airfield to test spy 
planes and more recently the F-117A Stealth fighter. 

For years the military didn’t acknowledge the existence 
of the Groom Lake facility, and even now it speaks only 
vaguely of “testing . . . technologies and systems” there. 
This, of course, made Area 51 the perfect place for UFO 
buffs to store hypothetical alien spacecraft. 

What really put Area 51 on the map, so to speak, were 
the revelations of an enigmatic character named Bob 
Lazar, who operated a photo lab in Las Vegas. In 1989 
Lazar told a Las Vegas TV anchorman that he was a 
physicist who'd been hired to “reverse engineer” one of 
nine alien spacecrafts stored at a facility supposedly near 
Groom Lake that Lazar called “Area S-4.” 

Lazar claimed he had a top-secret security clearance for 
this job. So what did Mr. Trustworthy do? He took some 
UFO enthusiasts to a spot near the secret base so they could 
see the alien spacecraft fly. Guards caught them, and Lazar 
claims that his employment at S-4 ended shortly thereafter. 

Lazar’s description of the spacecraft was filled with 
enough technical mumbo jumbo about antimatter 
propulsion systems to persuade people he knew what he 
was talking about. But his academic credentials didn’t 
check out, and turns out he had filed for bankruptcy. 
He’s since been convicted of pandering. 

Not that it matters. State highway 375, which runs 
past Nellis Air Force Range, has now become a sightsee- 
ing stop for UFO buffs hoping for a glimpse of a flying 
saucer. (Supposedly the primo viewing spot is a certain 
“black mailbox.” Where the aliens get their welfare 
checks, I bet.) 

Some nights you can see lights. Glenn Campbell, a 
well-known researcher of Area 51 mysteries who’s skep- 
tical about flying-saucer sightings, says they’re “mete- 
ors, flares, aircraft lights, and many manifestations of 
the bombing runs and war games” at Nellis. 

Now the state of Nevada has named the road 
“Extraterrestrial Highway,” and promotes it as a tourist 
destination. Larry King’s been out there. So have the 
networks, Hollywood, and the New York Times. In case 
you missed any of the coverage, Campbell keeps copies 
on his wonderfully informative Web site (www.ufo- 
mind.com/area51). 

Legal action may eventually pry loose a few more 
facts. Some workers at Groom Lake have sued the Air 
Force, saying they were injured by toxic waste burning 
at the site. Site? What site?, the Feds said initially. (They 
finally caved on that point.) Dismissed on national- 
security grounds, the case is now being appealed. 

But why wait? You want to see beings from another 
planet, go out to the black mailbox. There are bunches 
of ’em, looking up.

Three Bostonians and their highly personal approaches to apartment living

The editor moved to Boston with almost nothing to call his own, ex- 
cept books and old family photographs. Most of his furniture was found 
on the street (the coffee table’s glass slab), borrowed from friends or rel- 
atives (the butterfly chair and fraying red Oriental rug), or bought for 
cheap (an antique steamer trunk — “fifty bucks at a yard sale”). The 
print over the mantel was a door prize at a party; the bookcases, tokens 
of thanks from a friend he helped move. Small decorative items, such as 
the silver bowl or an old brass compass, were swiped from the family 
home. “My mother had some wedding presents from her first marriage 
in the back of the closet,” he explains.

What does this haphazard approach to decorating reveal? “It reflects,” 
he says, “my neurotic refusal to spend money on my apartment.” 

But he finally broke down last month and bought an $800 sofa bed. “It 
killed me to do it,” he says earnestly. “For a long time, I had a couple of 
those corduroy-covered foam-block chairs from the ’70s that fold out 
into beds. When you sat down on them, you’d immediately sink to the 
floor. After a while, people stopped wanting to come over at all.” 

Much as it may have pained him, he seems content with his one grand 
purchase: “As long as I never have to spend this much money again, I’m 


happy.”

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The photographer had two goals in mind when she bought this light- 
flooded industrial loft space, initially a barren expanse with no plumbing and 
no electricity. One was to create a place that would feel like a studio, not an 
apartment (she works round the clock anyway). The other was to keep costs 
down. She didn’t have much money to spend, but she had plenty of time. 

Indeed, you could say she'd spent years on the place even before she ar- 
rived. “Ever since | had my first studio eight years ago, when | couldn't 
even afford a cardboard table, | would tear out pictures of things | liked in 
magazines and catalogues,” she says. Her reference file is five inches thick. 
“When the time came that | could afford to do some of these things,” she 
says, the whole look of the studio “was staring me in the face.” 

The photographer, whose wardrobe is entirely black and white, 
brought a minimalist, industrial aesthetic to her new 3300-square-foot 
loft. Her first task, after tearing down the old walls, was to remove the 
commercial-grade linoleum from the floor and to paint the bare cement: 
white for the studio/living room area; eggplant for the bedroom, bath- 
room, and kitchen. 

Eggplant works especially well in the kitchen, because it goes with the

soon-to-be-installed granite baseboard flecked with eggplant, black, and 
beige. Using natural materials with strong, clean lines keeps the whole loft 
— especially the kitchen— feeling airy. “To me, patterns and fabrics make 
it cluttered,” says the owner. The same sensibility guided her tableware 
choices: plain white crockery and clear glassware from Ikea, aluminum 
tumblers and wooden bowls from the Brimfield fair. 

Two stainless-steel eight-foot “prep tables” from a restaurant-supply 
store provide ample counter space while allowing the owner to incorporate 
the wooden pillar gracefully into her kitchen. (The distressed wood was 
buried under layers of paint that she used a hammer, heat, turpentine, and 
steel wool to remove.) Undaunted by the table’s seemingly permanent bolts, 
and determined to install her stainless-steel sink (ripped from the old apart- 
ment) and new wood cabinets with safety-glass panes (from Ikea), the own- 
er undid the bolts, drilled new holes, repositioned the table’s lower shelf, 
and slid the cabinets right in. “Nothing was really permanent in this whole 
place,” she says, “so I didn’t see it as a prep table — it was the top to my 
counter. It wasn’t a fixture but a surface that could be manipulated however 
| wanted it.” She adds one piece of advice: measure twice, cut once.

The occupants of this two-bedroom apartment on the ground floor 
of a recently renovated building in the Charlestown Navy Yard had 
been living separately, both in buildings with older interiors. “My 
apartment was very warm,” says the stylist. “It had wainscoting, wall- 
papers, stripped-oak molding.” His partner had lived with similar ac- 
coutrements. One of their biggest challenges, then, was to bring that 
warmth to this newly renovated interior. Another challenge was to fit 
belongings from two apartments into one. A tag sale helped to get rid 
of extra things, and thoughtfully chosen made-to-order slipcovers 
helped to soften the lines of the new space. Now, according to the 
stylist, they’ve hit the right note of comfort — a cut above “shabby 
genteel.” 

To begin with a clean canvas, the pair asked the building’s manage- 
ment company to lay new parchment-colored wall-to-wall carpeting 
with paint to match. Then they drew on their favorite colors — browns, 
greens, creams — for warmth, especially in the living room. “Every- 
thing has an earth tone or black accent,” says the stylist, “because with- 
out a contrast of darks and lights, the room wouldn’t be as appealing.” 
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So the black bases and golden-mustard shades of the lamps play off the 
green-and-cream checks of a wing chair. The alternating color play, 
says the stylist, helps unite all the rooms. “Being a small space, every- 
thing has to flow.” 

Visitors (and there are many — the tenants love to entertain) might 
notice how each rug in the apartment — such as the Turkish tribal rug 
beneath the Baker coffee table — designates a particular area; thus the 
rugs both distinguish and unify the spaces. Drapes will be a fall project. 

The owners also aimed for a mix of old and new objects. In the guest 
room, a Ralph Lauren pillow and blue bedspread nestle on an antique 
brass bed frame. The rush-seated chair comes from a Nantucket restau- 
rant. And in the living room, the Chippendale-style sofa and a 150-year- 
old footstool harmonize with newer pieces, such as the Shaker-style sofa 
table from Crate & Barrel and the Pottery Barn lamps. “Integrate every- 
thing,” says the stylist. “You don’t have to put objects on a pedestal. A 
home is something to be lived in — not a museum.” Q

Making the most of small spaces and tight budgets

lf you don’t have an eat-in kitchen, try a café table just outside 
the door. Cheap secondhand chairs can be painted. 


Apartment living is often about working within 
limits — most commonly, limited space and lim- 
ited funding. Having just moved into a new 
place, | offer you some decorating ideas and 
practical solotions for your tiny corner of the 
Boston apartment world. 


Kitchens 


As I love to cook, I consider the kitchen the 
most important room in any apartment. Unfortu- 
nately, anyone who has ever hunted for a Boston 
apartment knows that good kitchens are hard to 
come by. Most apartment cooking areas barely 
offer the space for a microwave, let alone the 
room to cook up something truly adventurous. 
The smaller the apartment, the worse it gets — 
studios usually feature counter space smaller 
than the top of your toaster oven. Other kitchen 
deficiencies can include exposed pipes, miniature 
stoves and ovens, lack of ventilation, and a 
dearth of shelf space. 

But fear not — with a few inexpensive pur- 
chases, anyone can work around such quirks to 
make a small kitchen usable and attractive. In 
fact, you may just trick people into believing 
you're a true gourmet. 

The first step to culinary coolness is to make 
your kitchen visually appealing. Hit your favorite 
poster shop (I recommend Mostly Posters on 
Comm Ave in Allston) and buy a colorful food- 
oriented poster ($5 to $20) for whatever wall 
space you have in your kitchen or near your 
table. No matter how lousy a cook you are, a 
poster with the words “A pasta eater’s guide to 
Italy” — and with pictures and descriptions of 
every type of noodle from rigatoni to rotini — is 
a sure bet. Other options include posters of 
wines, cheeses, beers, vegetables, and fruits. It's 
a good idea to get the poster mounted ($6 for 
most sizes) to avoid rips and curling. 

Now that your kitchen looks as if you know 
something about food, visit a store like Caldor, 
Home Depot, or, if you want to spend a little 
more on designer kitchenware, Crate & Barrel 
(the outlet store in Kittery, Maine, has the best 
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deals). One must-have is an over-the-sink cut- 
ting board to increase your preparation space. 
These invaluable counter extensions run from 
$10 to $40, depending on the size and the mate- 
rial used. 

A good way to make use of existing counter 
space without killing too much of your food- 
preparation area is to purchase small shelf com- 
ponents. The one- to two-foot wall space be- 
tween the top of your counter and the bottom of 
your cabinets can house two- to three-inch-deep 
shelves for spices, sponges, Brillo pads, and 
cooking utensils. Also, try opening up space in 
the fridge or cabinets by storing fruits and veg- 
etables in a set of three-tiered baskets that hang 
from the ceiling. 

Lastly, never underestimate the potential of 
your local hardware store — it usually has the 
housewares you need at inexpensive prices. If 
your kitchen has poor ventilation, buy a small fan 
and put it on a shelf above the stove to blow 
steam and smoke in the direction of the nearest 
window. Buy a can of spray paint to touch up 
ugly exposed pipes (just be sure to clear it with 
the landlord first — and don’t paint your pipes 
when they’re hot). Most hardware stores also sell 
faucet attachments and caulk to temporarily 
solve your leak problems until your landlord 
comes to fix them. 

Maybe someday all apartment kitchens will be 
as ideal as Paul and Jamie’s on Mad About You 
— with center islands, abundant counter space, 
and every other kitchen amenity. Of course, nci- 
ther of them can cook — but it sure looks like 
they can, doesn’t it? If you just start with that 
idea, you never know what may happen. 


Bathrooms 


Apartment bathrooms often evoke bad memo- 
ries. Remember your worst cleaning expericnce 
from college, attacking a post-party mass of — 
well, something — that had nothing to do with 
your own bodily functions or hygiene habits? 
And the shower that threatened alternately to 
boil you alive or leave you numb with cold? Or 
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Keep sugar, grains, and coffee fresh in attractive air-tight canisters; use other kitchen tools to decorate your walls.

how about that toilet that no one wanted to scrub? 
Even with messy roommates, it’s odd that so many people are averse 
to cleaning their bathrooms. After all, think of all the time folks spend 
naked in there, vulnerable to whatever bacteria have spawned from the 
combination of toothpaste, shaving cream, and facial cleanser globbed 
onto the sink. While there's no need (and, indeed, perhaps no way) to 
make your bathroom Better Homes and Gardens perfect, there's no 
reason why you can’t spruce it up a bit. Just strive to make it a place 
where a guest (not your mother) won't mind putting his or her bare 
butt directly on the toilet seat. 

In fact, that’s exactly where to start — keeping your toilet clean is 
key. The best product for keeping the bow! tidy with little effort on 
your part is an automatic bowl cleanser (such as 2000 Flushes) that 
sits in the toilet’s water tank. These little devices, which don’t com- : : ‘ . . . - 
pletely eliminate the need for an occasional go-round with the scrub Decoys around your sink add style while distracting attention from those dirty dishes 
Continued on page 8 _ Still soaking since Saturday.

brush, keep the water 
disinfected and, well, 
blue — much like the 
waters off your favorite 
tropical island.

On-target beer and food in Allston | 


by Robert Nadeau 


n general, new brewpubs in 

Boston have had either good ales 

or good food, but the develop- 

ment of both sides of the menu 

has taken time. North East Brew- 
ing Company is one of the first to open 
with everything in order, and I can only 
attribute this to owners with brewpub ex- 
perience. This is not to say that every- 
thing is flawless, but rather that the flaws 
are, at worst, advanced ones. 

For example, the usual opening-batch 
problem with ales is a spoiled aftertaste, 
usually more evident in the lightest ales. 
At Northeast, I picked up this ugly finish 
only in the difficult “triple black wheat” 
beer, flavored with three kinds of fruit 
(each bearing plenty of wild bacterial cul- 
tures). The usual difficulty is caused, I 
suspect, by making beer with a winemak- 
er’s attitude. But fine beer is not an or- 
ganic product, or a farmhouse kind of 
thing. Experience teaches tougher sanita- 
tion, and that cleans up the vulnerable 
lighter ales in established brewpubs. 

But in a sampling of the first ales from 
North East, the light Bostonia Blend was 
clean-tasting, and the amber Nor’easter 
Pale Ale was as solidly flavored as a factory- 
bottled Samuel Adams. Where I didn’t like 
the aftertaste was in the Lobsterback IPA 
and the high-alcohol MacFearsome 
Scotch Ale — and what I didn’t like 
wasn’t a spoiled taste but an excessively 
bitter finish. (Is it possible that someone 
has actually produced a beer 
so over-hopped that even I 
don’t like it?) 

The Black Sow Stout was 
a flawless product by any 
criterion. The menu com- 
pares it to the dry Irish 
stouts (Beamish or Mur- 
phy’s would be examples), 
but I thought it had a pow- 
erful, balanced combination 
of malty sweetness and hop- 
py aromatics that put it in a 
league with Guinness itself. 
This is the kind of brewing 
where the on-site brewmeis- 
ter can really deliver on the 
brewpub’s promise of pre- 
mium ingredients and 
small-batch freshness. 

Ales were $3.25 a glass 
and $4.25 a pint, with 
slightly higher prices for the stout and the 
Scotch ale. All six of the ales come in the 
$5.50 sampler of four-ounce glasses. An 
inexpensive wine list provides an escape 
for those who can’t abide beer. 

The food anticipates all tastes, from Ja- 
maican jerk pizza to corn risotto. Again, 
there were only a few advanced flaws. The 
bread is a wonderful sourdough whole 
wheat. We appetized with excellent crab 
cakes ($5.95), plenty meaty and rolled in 
cornmeal for extra crunch. The sauce is a 
red-hot, smoky chipotle mayonnaise. That 
corn risotto ($5.50) is a very good job, 
too: chewy and creamy at the same time, 
with flavors of cheese and chives. Cold 
leek-and-potato soup ($3.50) is correctly 
named — it would have to be served 
much colder to be good enough for the 
common name, Vichysoisse. (This is what 
comes of those trendy, superwide-super- 
shallow soup bowls.) 

One of the most impressive appetizers 
is the simple green salad ($4.75), which 
is a not-at-all-simple mixture of exotic 
greens with a lively feta-lemon dressing. 
The Caesar salad ($4.95) is good 
enough, with a loose anchovy on top, but 
not as special. From several thin-crust

pizzas we chose a fairly normal one: pep- 
peroni, smoked tomato, garlic, and basil 
($11.25). It wasn’t a standout, but had 
an acceptably crisp outer crust. 

Some critics use a basic grilled chicken 
($13.95) as a measure of a chef. If so, 
North East Brewing Company is slated 
for national celebrity. Not only is the 
chicken grilled to a turn, with the full fla- 
vor of the fire, but it has a savory herbed 
polenta beneath, and a dressing of game- 
farm wild mushrooms with a lemon-juicy 
gravy. All great eating. 

Other entrees were more prosaic. A 
grilled chunk of salmon ($16.95) showed 
the same fine hand as the chicken, but 
grilled tomatoes and underdone aspara- 
gus were less exciting than the chicken 
sides. A swordfish steak ($16.95) was 
merely mortal, and didn’t really go with 
the mango-pepper salsa/relish/chutney. 
Grilled slices of roast pork loin ($14.25) 
were better matched with curried apples 
and roast potatoes. 

It was as though an inspired chef grills 
the chicken, while the rest of the entrees 
were assembled out of a cookbook. But 
perhaps the inspired chef has been work- 
ing on desserts, for out comes chocolate 
ecstasy ($6.50) that reaches for the stars. 
Architecturally speaking, it is the most 
postmodern, tall-food treatment of 
brownie, ice cream, and fudge I have yet 
seen. Abstracting the fudge into a long 
chocolate bar with pignoli-nut reinforce- 
ment and propping it against a very stiff, 
thin brownie, this dish reaches an ecstatic 
12 to 14 inches in height. Underneath 
somewhere is the ball of 
dreamy caramel ice cream. 
It’s a rendering of “choco- 
late ecstasy” that is not 
only delicious, but almost 
Cubist as well. 

An applewood-grilled 
pineapple tart ($5.25) is a 
similar, if less extreme, 
subversion of one’s expec- 
tations of upside-down 
cake. Pineapple grills al- 
most as well as it broils, 
and here it is chopped into 
a good pastry shell. The 
underlying sauce is toasted 
coconut tossed into pastry 
cream. I think I prefer 
these flavors muddled to- 
gether more, but this is 
certainly a nice dessert as 
conceived. A berry tart 
($5.25) with some of the same thinking 
lost points for its heavy and pasty shell, 
although the blueberries, strawberries, 
and few fresh red raspberries were good 
in a kind of sour-cream.sauce. 

The space, which has been several 
large restaurants, shows off the copper 
vats well, though much of the actual 
brewing and aging is in stainless steel in 
the basement, which has yet to be rede- 
veloped. The décor cannot decide 
whether to be industrial and loud (the 
bare brick walls, glass-enclosed brewing 
vessels, framed photos and paintings of 
historic brewing) or fern-bar cool (half- 
dead plants, inlaid wood tables and 
booths, black chairs). The background 
music was inaudible over the din of a 
busy night; at lunch, it was a long Dylan- 
related tape. Live music is scheduled on 
regular nights. 

The initial crowds were so varied I 
cannot predict whether this will be- 
come the premium Allston youth bar or 
a cross-generational meeting place. 
The menu and the brewpub theme are 
broad enough to support both, and 
things are done well enough that every- 
one is pleased.

celebrating its birthday, the non-profit media center canceled all events, placed its employ- 
ees on furlough, and closed its doors for an entire month. Those drastic measures were the 
direct result of a political shift that in recent years has curtailed the availability of government grant 
funds for arts organizations. And though the BF/VF is hoping to reopen doors in September, the 
organization may be forced to cease operations indefinitely if some of the necessary funds aren't 


A= marked the 20th anniversary of the Boston Film/Video Foundation. But instead of 


According to Anne Marie Stein, the foundation's executive director, $130,000 will be required to 
maintain the organization for the next fiscal year. Some of that money is needed immediately to keep 
it afloat, so BF/VF members are being asked to give what they can right away. 

This crisis actually comes at a time when Hollywood and the film industry in general are paying 
more and more attention to the kind of independent filmmakers that BF/VF programs and grants 
have supported and fostered. Brad Anderson (The Darien Gap), Robert Patton-Spruil (Squeeze), 
Hilary Weisman (Life's Too Good), Beth Harrington (The Blinking Madonna and Other Miracles), 
and Jane Gillooly (Leona’s Sister Gerri) are just some of the local filmmakers who have garnered 
attention in the last year. (Patton-Spruil’s Squeeze was picked up by Miramax earlier this year; it’s 
due for national release in early 1997.) 

Just before its August shutdown, the BF/VF was able to announce that $45,000 it had helped pro- 
cure from the Massachusetts Cultural Council had been awarded to 13 area filmmakers selected by 
a panel from more than 100 applicants. Jeanne Jordan and Steve Ascher, the production/cinematog- 
raphy/editing team who won two awards at this year’s Sundance Film Festival for their work on the 
documentary Troublesome Creek, were given $7500. Harrington, whose Blinking Madonna won an 
award for conceptual originality at this year’s New England Film and Video Festival, also received 
$7500, along with producer Bestor Cram (who was the cinematographer of the 1996 Oscar-winning 
documentary Maya Lin: A Strong Clear Vision), and producer Jane Gillooly. Smaller grants went to 
animator Steve Gentile, writer/director Brad Anderson, and producers Nicholas Kurzon, Amy 
Wilson, Allison Humenuk, Juanita Anderson, and Paul Rifkin. 

The BF/VF is currently putting together a long-term development plan to help it survive in an era 
of decreasing governmental funding. And a benefit has been organized at ArtScape, a gallery space 
on South Street, for next Thursday, September 5, from 5 to 10 p.m. Joel Tauber, Charles 
Jevromovich, Diana Saenz, Jane Hudson, Andrew Neuman, and other local artists will exhibit their 
work at the fundraiser, and there will be live music, food, video installations, and performances from 
5 to 10 p.m. The exhibit, “Cybermama!!”, will remain up through October 5.

The press conference for this year’s Boston Film 
Festival was unusually civilized. The line-up of 
some 50 films was announced, as was the winner 
of this year’s Boston Independent Spirit Award, 
the worthy Gena Rowlands. The usual questions 
were asked — How were these films chosen? 
How was the award determined? Why a film fes- 
tival? — and the usual answers given. Perhaps the 
good feeling arose from the fact that the festival 
organizers, Mark Diamond and Susan Fraine, 
were going to tie the knot that weekend. Or 
maybe it was because this year’s line-up is proba- 
bly the strongest in the festival’s 12-year history. 

There are few discoveries here — most of the 
movies are traveling from previous festivals. 
One of the few that is not is Providence direc- 
tor Michael Corrente’s long-awaited adaptation 
of David Mamet’s American Buffalo, which is 
getting its world premiere. Of those that are, 
many have won awards and acclaim. Lars von 
Trier’s Breaking the Waves, a bizarre erotic 
melodrama set in Scotland, won the Grand Jury 
Prize at Cannes. Another hit from Cannes is 
Patrice Laconte’s Ridicule, a mordant black 
comedy set in Louis XVI's Versailles just before 
the title art was replaced by decapitation as the 
chief tool of statecraft. 

Handsome literary adaptations are all the 
rage these days. The festival’s offerings include 
Trevor Nunn’s ravishing adaptation of 
Shakespeare’s Twelfth Night and Michael 
Winterbottom’s version of Thomas Hardy’s 
Jude (minus, presumably, the obscurity). 
Adding to the tomish tone is Looking for 
Richard, in which Al Pacino gets his say about 
his favorite Shakespearean villain. 

Less high-profile and less highbrow (but still) 
worthwhile entries include Ye Da-Ying’s Red 
Cherry, which is based on a true story about 
Chinese students trapped in the Soviet Union 
during the Nazi invasion. It’s one of the most 
devastating films on the subject ever made — 
like Schindler’s List without the happy ending. 
Another moving true story is Australian director 
Scott Hicks’s Shine, in which Geoffrey Rush 
puts in a stunning performance as David 
Helfgott, a piano prodigy driven mad by his per- 
fectionist father. 

Rounding out this tour of real life is the 
HBO-produced Paradise Lost. Made by Bruce 
Sinofsky and Joe Berlinger (Brothers Keeper), 
it’s the riveting and incredible story of the hor- 
rifying murder of three eight-year-old boys in 
Arkansas, and the even more horrifying crusade 
for justice. After this one you'll be more than 
ready for the hilarious Waiting for Guffman, by 
Spinal Tap’s Christopher Guest. 

As for Gena Rowlands, she’ll be in town push- 
ing her Unhook the Stars, a melodrama directed 
by her son, Nick Cassavetes. Other festival lumi- 
naries include Lynn Redgrave from Shine, Edward 
James Olmos from Robert Young’s Caught, and 
Emilio Estevez and Martin Sheen from The War 
at Home. The only thing the festival lacks is a lead- 
ing candidate for the Ruben & Ed Award — the 
informal prize for worst film — and that, of 
course, is what makes it all worthwhile. 

The Boston Film Festival begins next Friday, 
September 6, at the Copley Place and the 
Kendall Square.

Girls Town: A tough movie 
that asks the tough questions

ince the controversy 

stirred up by Thelma & 

Louise back in 1991, it’s 

become a lot more ac- 

ceptable for women and 
girls to use violence in venting their rage at 
their oppressed status. In independent 
movies, that is — the past year alone has 
seen Fun, Butterfly Kiss, and Beautiful 
Creatures, with the lesbian buddy flick 
Bound upcoming. So Jim McKay’s Girls 
Town might not seem so original a con- 
cept. The story of three high-school girls 
who decide to fight back against the insidi- 
ous sexist violence about them, McKay's 
film does more than just sensationalize this 
subject — it explores it with intensity, au- 
thenticity, and intelligence, leaving the 
questions it probes and raises unresolved 
and challenging. 

What gives Girls Town its strength also 
reduces its impact. A cooperative effort, 
the dialogue and story emerged from im- 
provisatory workshop sessions with its 
leading actresses, Lili Taylor, Bruklin 
Harris, and a remarkable newcomer, 
Anna Grace. Playing a trio of Hackensack 
(New Jersey) high-school students, they 
bring wit and conviction to their lines 
(Taylor is especially effective, if grating, 
as an unwed Hispanic mother), but the 
material has the definite studied air of a 
workshop about it. Despite, and at times 
because of, McKay's hand-held pseudo- 
cinéma-vérité style, Girls Town can seem 
analytical, precious, and earnest, with a 


dimming some of its immediacy and in- 
tensity. Not that one should be too severe 
on any film that attempts to confront poli- 
tics and ideas in this era of brain-dead py- 
rotechnics and kneejerk exploitation. But 
some of the devices are downright trite: 
when the camera follows the trudging feet 
of downcast Nikki (Aunjanue Ellis), it 
practically screams Troubled Teen Soon 
To Be A Statistic. 

Overall, though, the creative energy, 
earthy dialogue, and details of characteri- 
zation overcome the artifice. When Angela 
(Harris), Emma (Grace), and Patti (Tay- 
lor) learn of their friend’s suicide, their an- 
guish and disbelief are palpable, as is their 
initially bewildered and finally outraged 
perusal of her diary. Nikki, it seems, was 
driven to despair after being raped by 
Richard Helms (Tom Gilroy), the editor of 
a magazine where she worked as an in- 
tern. This revelation encourages the three 
to share similar experiences. Emma con- 
fesses that she was date-raped by the 
school’s star jock. Patti scoffs at this: “If 
that’s rape,” she says, “then I’ve been 
raped by every guy I've been out with.” 
But she’s the one who incites the trio's 
spree of anti-macho violence. As they walk 
by the jock’s Cadillac, something changes 
in her eye and she pulls out a set of keys. 
“Those keys won't work,” she’s told. “Oh 
yes they will,” she replies. 

And indeed they do, both in this scene 
and as a key to the movie. Her scratching 
of the car’s finish inspires a gleeful frenzy 
of destruction and pointed pranks. It's 
mild stuff compared to that of Thelma and 
company, ranging from the outing of mo- 
lesters to a good old-fashioned ass-kick- 
ing. And it’s not gratuitous, for the outlaw 
behavior and its morality begin to define 
the three girls and their relationships. 

Patti cuts her bonds with her abusive 
boyfriend, the deadbeat father of her 
child, by robbing his apartment. Paradox- 
ically, this act of self-assertion enables 
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THE CREATIVE ENERGY, earthy dialogue, and details of char- 
acterization overcome McKay’s pseudo-cinéma-vérité artifice. 


made comments at her on the street. 
Emma’s situation is trickier: her 
boyfriend Dylan (Guillermo Diaz) is 
more the Alan Alda type, but his intclli- 
gent advice and criticism of her actions 
overlooks what she's been through. An- 
gela finally confronts the cool, reproving 
sensibility of her mother. 

Some of the film’s targets are as big 
and easy as that Cadillac.

a pizzeria?” he says, referring to Spike Lee’s Do the 
Right Thing.

Sundance a woman asked whether 
we thought we were potentially 
putting young women in danger 
were they to follow the example of 
the film. | told her I don’t feel we 
were saying one thing was right or 
wrong, we were portraying the issues 
and alternatives. Girls and women 
are in danger every day by not doing 
the things the girls in the film do. 
Which anyway is more like talking 
and sharing and learning than actual 
violence.” 

Talking and sharing were not only 
the substance of the film but the pro- 
cess. An aficionado of the heavily im- 
provised films of Mike Leigh and 
John Cassavetes, McKay wrote a 
working script and began a three- 
month workshop process in which 
he and his three leading actresses — 
Grace, Bruklin Harris, and Lili Tay- 
lor — stayed in character, rewrote dialogue, and re- 
shaped the story. 

“In the beginning no one was sure what was going to 
happen,” he explains. “We were kind of winging it. It 
was a circular process, with very sketchy ideas to start 
with, which were developed, causing us to change things 
that had been developed earlier. For me the story became 
much more personal and full as a character-driven, as 
opposed to plot-driven, story. The earlier film was much

more about revenge, much more like a movie, and devel- 
oping the way we did, we discovered much more about 
the relationship part.” 

For Grace, who is a 1989 graduate of Brookline High, 
the process was crucial for getting back into the mindset 
of a 17-year-old high-school senior. “It was surprisingly 
easy,” she says, “and a big part of it was being around 
other people who were working on being characters that 
young. We all just remembered that vibe, that feeling of 
being in high school with friends.” 

So successful were they at creating that cliquish sensi- 
bility that at one point McKay found himself the odd man 
out. “It wasn’t a problem during the workshop,” he recalls. 
“Only on the shoot it became an issue because we were 
short of time. Going into the film we were partners, having 
created this thing as a team. But on the set they were 
teenage girls, with me being the adult authority figure. | 
ended up being shut out of some of the jokes. The matri- 
archy took over, and at first | got alienated. Then I real- 
ized that the process was really working and they probably 
shouldn’t be hanging out with me between takes.” 

“Jim actually acted a couple of scenes in the workshop,” 
adds Grace. “There didn’t seem much division, and then 
when we started shooting, as soon as we got into the loca- 
tion, it felt we were going to have to stop hanging out with 
Jim. It was weird. I felt a little bit bad, but we had really 
entered into that world, and there wasn’t any room for this 
guy, this male adult, to be there.” 

Grace can sympathize with McKay's exclusion; she ex- 
perienced the same kind of thing in reverse while grow- 
ing up — which is the basis of a screenplay she’s writing. 
“It is actually about teenage boys mostly, and about be- 
ing a female athlete among a group of male athletes, cy- 
clists to be exact. I really like boys, but there’s something 
that happens with adolescence. They get competitive and 
cruel. | think I like them a lot better before the testos- 
terone kicks in.”

Plus, decoding Pulp Fiction; 
the earliest Oliver Hardy; BF/VF

onfiction filmmakers get 
no respect. Writers on 
cinema usually reserve 
their best criticism for 
narrative movies. Books 
on the documentary, however historically 
comprehensive, are usually dull in concep- 
tion, pedestrian and impersonal in style. 

So let's welcome Beyond 
Document: Essays on Nonfic- 
tion Film (Wesleyan University 
Press), a volume of deeply en- 
gaged writing on documentary 
edited and introduced by 
Charles Warren, a film teacher 
at Harvard and Tufts. Brilliance 
is the prime object, and some 
analysts have been recruited less 
for expertise of cinema than for 
exquisiteness of prose. Susan Howe starts 
her essay bluntly: “I was asked to con- 
tribute . . . because of a book I once wrote 
about Emily Dickinson's poetry.” 

It's easy to be skeptical of non-film peo- 
ple slumming in cinema. And there are oc- 
casions in Beyond Document where a writ- 
er wallows in his/her ingenious, self-re- 
flexive sentence-making rather than serv- 
ing the film under discussion. But such 
times are few. Howe's broken-form essay 
on French filmmaker Chris Marker is as 
passionate as it is experimental. Novelist 
Jay Cantor offers a dazzling comparison of 
the death-camp points of view in Shoah 
and Night and Fog. Philip Lopate practi- 
cally invents, then eloquently explains, a 
nonfiction genre form, the documentary 
essay. 

There's even a funny piece, Eliot Wein- 
berger’s ‘take on- ethnographic filmmakers 
who are so absorbed in’ scientific authen- 
ticity “that apparently they don’t go to the 
movies like the rest of us.” Weinberger’s 
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THE TRIGGER EFFECT 


Jurassic Park co-screenwriter David Koepp 
gets rewarded with the chance to direct his 
own script in The Trigger Effect. It turns 
out he's a better writer than director. 

| Trigger does earn points for aspiring to be 
a moody parable about the desperation bub- 

| bling under the young lives of young couple 
Elisabeth Shue and Kyle MacLachlan. And 
this couple, who ooze palpable discomfort 
with their roles in the relationship, are ini- 
tially involving. He’s unsure of how to be 
both protective and sensitive; for her part, 
motherhood has made Shue long for when 
she was a self-proclaimed “bad girl.” 

But their insecurities just set us up for 
the massive blackout that wipes out elec- 
tricity, telephones, radio, and TV, leaving 
Shue, MacLachlan and their baby unpro- 
tected and in the dark — literally and figu- 
ratively. As they hole up with macho buddy 
Dermot Mulroney and later take to the 
road, Trigger slowly unravels. Koepp has 
the bad habit of making the “important” 
events — as when a neighbor shoots a rob- 
ber or MacLachlan and Mulroney face off 
against an overeager hitchhiker (Michael 
Rooker) — the most overacted, over- 
wrought moments of his movie. Ultimately, 
this makes Trigger a portrayal of hysteria 
that’s too hysterical itself. At the Nick- 
elodeon and the Fresh Pond and in the sub- 
urbs.

The Huntington’s Peter 


Altman reflects on 15 years 


by Carolyn Clay 


eter Altman is the Phan- 

tom of the Huntington. 

Not that he’s boating in 

the basement or giving 

steamy tutorials to sopra- 
nos. Rather that Altman, producing direc- 
tor of the Huntington Theatre Company 
since its inception in 1981, is 
that resident-theater rarity, an 
impresario who does not direct. 
Neither does he give curtain 
speeches or regularly chat up 
the press. He goes about his 
business with the stealth of a cat 
burglar — with one big differ- 
ence. His fingerprints are all 
over the Huntington. 

“What a producing director 
does is a complex and elusive 
subject,” explains the buttoned- 
down, soft-spoken Altman, 
emerging from his lair for an in- 
terview. “First of all, that person 
sets the tone and identity of the 
theater.” At the Huntington, Alt- 
man is definitely that person. It 
was he who decided, 15 years 
ago, to inaugurate the new com- 
pany with Night and Day, a less- 
er-known but intriguing work 
by Tom Stoppard. Similarly, 
he’s the guy who, upon catching 
the first London preview of 
Stoppard’s brilliant comedy Ar- 
cadia, vowed to bring it to 
Boston. Of course, the West 
End and the Big Apple had to 
come first. But Arcadia — the 
fourth Stoppard play to be pro- 
duced at the Huntington — will 
kick off the company’s 15th-an- 
niversary season September 6 
through October 6. (Jacques 
Cartier, the Huntington's Stop- 
pard man, will direct.) 

“One thing you want to say 
about an anniversary is, you've 
done a lot of plays, we've done 
some 70 subscription plays plus 
a few others,” muses Altman, 
“and a standard and an aesthetic 
and a set of values emerge over 
that period of time. And many 
people flavor that dish. But fi- 
nally it has to be a recipe that 
the artistic director or produc- 
ing director created from his or 
her taste.” 

And just what is the Hunting- 
| ton aesthetic, according to its 
| head cook and play picker? “I 

think that’s a very interesting 
question with regard to a theater 
like the Huntington. Let's say, 
and I think this is true, Arcadia 
is a very Huntington play. | hope 
you would agree, the Hunting- 
ton is the appropriate home in 
Boston for this play which is 
widely recognized as a major 
work by a writer who, if you 
took a poll, would certainly be 
ranked as the leading active British writer 
or very close to the top. | would rank him 
"as the leading active British playwright.” 

Jumpers, Altman confesses, is his person- 
al Stoppard favorite. (The Huntington’s 
been there, done that, in 1987.) But he’s 
enthusiastic about Arcadia — a ravishing 
trick set in the same English country house 
in the early 19th century and the present 
day and encompassing such diverse topics 
as chaos theory, landscape architecture, the 
Classical vs. the Romantic temperament, 
and the effects of sexual attraction on New- 
tonian physics. “I think this is a play of 
many wonderful levels,” says the producer. 


“It has great humor, it has great warmth. 
And though there are lots of pockets and 
corners in the play, the main story is very 
understandable. And the main relationships 
are full of emotion. 

“Of course, Stoppard writes beautifully, 
just in terms of the shaping of the language; 
the craftsmanship is the best. | think it’s in- 
teresting that there aren't two people writ- 
ing today who use the language better than 





August Wilson and Tom Stoppard. Each 
has a very particular voice. And with Stop- 
pard it’s a certain love of dialectic, present- 
ing both sides of the argument, having fun 
with serious ideas, and relating passion for 
ideas to other kinds of passion. 

“For the Huntington to do Blues for an 
Alabama Sky, that’s a very Huntington play 
too” — now he’s referring to the Harlem 
Renaissance-set play by African-American 
writer Pearl Cleage that will follow Arcadia. 
Indeed, one of the rocks on which the 
Huntington has built its reputation has 
been its fine productions of African-Ameri- 
can drama, from the backyard-bluesy

works of Pulitzer winner Wilson (four of 
which the Huntington, as part of a team of 
producers, has helped to hone) to its 
Boston Theater Award—winning produc- 
tion of A Raisin in the Sun. 

“| think we have-several strands to our 
work which are ongoing, in which we don’t 
simply repeat ourselves but we do work 
that’s within a range that is appropriate giv- 
en (a) our taste, (b) the space we have to 
work in, and (c) whatever other factors there 
are in the Boston market. You want people 
to have some faith in what they can expect. 
And one of the things | feel good about is 
that the audience has come to trust my judg- 
ment, the Huntington’s judgment, with ma- 
terial they've never heard of.” Case in point: 
the third play in the upcoming season, /our- 
ney to the West, Mary Zimmerman’s 
pageant-like treatment of a Chinese fable 
that the Huntington hopes will thicken the 
Asian-American strand in its work begun by 
the spectacular 1994 staging of Maxine 
Hong Kingston’s The Woman Warrior. 

According to Altman, the Huntington has 
built a significant African-American audi- 
ence “for Boston.” The Asian-American 
community is another he’d like to include. 
“I think you want to have an audience, if 
you possibly can, that draws from all the 
constituencies that there are in the popula- 
tion that have reasonable geographical ac- 
cess to the theater. And there’s no question 
that the historical pattern of the major arts

institutions in Boston, in terms of pursuing 
work of diverse character, is poor. And it’s 
poor by comparison with other cities in the 
country. So I'm proud of the fact that we've 
done that. And we've done that, interestingly 
enough, with work that, because it’s good, 
has attracted a specific ethnic audience but 
has also crossed over.” 

Few would deny that the Huntington — 
some of whose past seasons had been beau- 
tifully appointed but lackluster — has been 
on a roll of late. Its most recent season in- 
cluded Wilson's Seven Guitars, which went 
on to win the New York Drama Critics Cir- 
cle Award; Larry Carpenter's sparkling 
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chamber staging of Gilbert & Sullivan's 
lolanthe; and Charles Towers’s evocative 
production of. To. Kill a Mockingbird. All 
three shows were extended by popular de- | 
mand. The Huntington may lack a resident 
company, but its ongoing relationship with | 
selected performers and directors has yield- 
ed fruit. This season Towers will stage what | 
Altman says is the first professional produc- 
tion of The Glass Menagerie in Boston since 
1964, and Carpenter will helm what some | 
consider Stephen Sondheim's finest work, | 
the 1970 Manhattan-set, anti-romantic | 
musical Company. 

Altman’s personal passions and prejudices | 
filter through this Huntington mix of world | 
and American classics, ethnic drama, and 
arty musicals. “For me it starts out with the | 
fact that the work should include plays that | 
reflect a lot of different aspects of life and 
culture in our country and the world. And | | 
feel very strongly, unlike the people who 
were engaged in the early days of the resi- 
dent-theater movement in the "60s, that mu- 
sicals are a vital, serious part of the classic | 
repertoire. I'm not looking to do new musi- | 
cals to transfer [to Broadway]. But I think | 
it’s foolish to say, ‘Clifford Odets was a 
great writer but Cole Porter was not.’ ” 

Altman also has specific ideas about what 
the Huntington’s goals need not include: 
“There are lots of theaters where new work 
can be read and workshopped, and hooray 
for them.” He’s more interested in making a 
new case for some old playwrights. “One of 
the myths you hear a lot is that we're all sort 
of carrying forward the art of the theater. 
Well, to put it simply, the Golden Gate 
Bridge is an improvement on some bridge 
that was clunky and built with lots of stones. 
Bridge-building has improved. But some of 
the best plays are 2500 years old. And if you 
look at the history of the theater, what you 
see is there was hardly ever a year when 
there were more than three or four really 
good new plays in the world. So what's im- 
portant is not only to advocate those few 
new plays that have outstanding merit and 
will hold their place but to diversify the 
repertoire.” To that end, he points to Hunt- 
ington productions of Ferenc Molnar, 
Arthur Schnitzler, and Alexander Ostrovsky, 
among others. 

About the Huntington's not having a resi- 
dent company, he has this to say: “I think 
there are a lot of downsides, for a theater 
that has five or six or seven plays a year, to 
having actors employed by the season. First, 
when you do musicals, nobody can sing, or 
you don’t do musicals. Second, if you have 
a resident company, it’s probably going to 
be almost entirely Caucasian. And you're 
not going to be able to do many minority 
plays because you have the economic issue 
of what do we do with all these white ac- 
tors? | think it’s much better to develop re- 
lationships with groups of actors who say, 
‘This is the kind of theater that does work 
I'm interested in, skilled at, and appropriate 
for, and | can work there regularly but | 
don’t need to be in every play.’ Then the au- 
dience doesn’t get tired of the performers. 
Then you're not picking material for the 
performers; you're picking the performers 
for the material. And you're also not asking 
the actors to enter the holy covenant of the 
Huntington Theatre Company and re- 
nounce all other worldly blandishments.” 

Fifteen years ago the Huntington — of 
which Boston University remains Grand 
Patron — was little more than a gleam in 
John Silber’s eye. Altman is justifiably 
proud of what the theater has accom- 
plished. “Who knew in the first month if 
there would be a second?” Now he ranks 
the Huntington with the likes of Chicago's 
Goodman, Minneapolis’s Guthrie, Los An- 
geles’s Mark Taper Forum, and Washing- 
ton’s Arena Stage. He rather pointedly 
leaves the American Repertory Theatre off | 
that list. And indeed, the troupe across the 
Charles headed by the more visible Robert 
Brustein is a very different, less mainstream 
passel of fish. 

Altman, however, can be eloquent in his 
defense of that particular water. “I think 
that somewhere between the fringe or cult 
or coterie on the one side and the mass on 
the other, there is something very impor- 
tant called mainstream. And it includes the 
legacy, the literature of theater over the 
centuries. It includes a range of intelligent 
plays with potentially broad appeal which 
are serious, which relate in a significant 
way to emotions and issues of our time, 
which don't have much home in the com- 
mercial theater. There’s a danger to having 
a theater in which you have a kind of soul- 
less, mechanized, commercial theater and 
then you have a kind of alternative theater, 
and you don’t have anything in between. 
The metaphor for me is, this is the main 
road of theater internationally. Let's walk 
on the road. Why walk on the margin?” Q |

Room Service, which centers on a fren- 
zied attempt by a Broadway producer and 
his creative team to keep the wolf from the 
door while readying a play, should be a 
laugh riot. After all, Murray and Boretz 
based many of the play’s situations — 
among them running up large bills in a 


| Times Square hotel, finding someone to 
| guarantee payment of said bills, and dodg- 


ing eviction — on their own difficulties in 
developing comedies for Astoria Studios in 
Queens. Legendary director George Ab- 


| bott turned the play into a Broadway hit. 











Maybe audiences eager for relief from 
the Depression found pleasure enough in 
fast-paced slapstick and mild-mannered 
wisecracks. Certainly there’s something to 
be said for the way fictional producer Gor- 
don Miller and his company employ the 
resourcefulness of spin doctors to stall for 
time until they can raise the money to set- 


| tle their accounts and stage Goodspeed, 


the new play they’ve been rehearsing. But 
when the entire action of Room Service is 
stuffed into Miller’s average-size unit at 
the White Way Hotel, blocking and move- 
ment had better be as inventive as the pro- 
ducer’s excuses. 

Under the sharp direction of Julianne 





Boyd (artistic director of the Barrington 
Stage Company, where this production 
originated), the show at the Orpheum sup- 
plies enough high energy to compensate 
for an unextraordinary text. And David 
Adkins, who bears a resemblance to 
Zachary Scott, catches Miller’s roguish 
charm as well as his unshakable confi- 
dence in the face of repeated setbacks in 
finding a backer. Glenn Fleshler smartly 
underplays director Harry Binion, utilizing 
a lowkey delivery that adds dimension to 
his character’s frustration with the tough 
economic conditions. Carl Danielsen 
makes less-than-scrupulous actor Faker 
Englund likably offbeat. And Gordon 
Greenberg, who often moves and sounds 
like Matthew Broderick, combines novice 
playwright Leo Davis’s Oswego naiveté 
with New York City street sense. His best 
moments come during a second-act se- 
quence in which the writer fakes suicide to 
hold off hotel management once again. 

With the help of Peter Harrison’s multi- 
doored set, the actors playing hotel staff 
and theatrical scofflaws smoothly pursue, 
evade, and move around one another as the 
action demands. Gabor Morea is rightly jit- 
tery as Joseph Gribble, the producer’s 
brother-in-law, who in his capacity as a 
White Way employee provides the troupe 
with lengthy cover at the hotel, delays action 
on their bills, and looks forward to the fruits 
of his own 10 percent interest in 
Goodspeed. Morea and David Pursley as his 
superior, a would-be vice-president of the 
hotel chain, provide through their contrast- 
ing attitudes what amounts to orchestration 
of the wavering fortunes of the troupe. The 
Raymond Masseyish Pursley, squinting in 
anxiety one moment, looking forward to a 
promotion the next, singehandedly demon- 
strates that running a lodging establishment 
is not necessarily easier than heading a pre- 
carious theater company. 


But Room Service would need to match | 


its tactical detail with a satiric edge to be 


a truly memorable comedy. Moreover, it | 
fails to give adequate attention to its | 


distaff side. Murray and Boretz treat their 
only female characters, the playwright’s 
hotel-staff girlfriend, Hilda Manney, and 
acting-troupe starlet Christine Marlowe, 


as accessories rather than real players. | 


Even so, Amy Sohn brings Christine 
character beyond the detailed elegance of 
Jeffrey Fender's costumes, and Haydee 


Thompson displays an engaging ’30s sim- |

Goodspeed’s eventual backer, the hotel- 
owning Senator Blake, predicts a two-year 
run for the play within the play.

LEGACIES, by Starling Lawrence. Far- 
rar, Straus and Giroux, 243 pages, $22. 


veryone has a dark side, one 

that can appear at the most 

mundane or unexpected 

moments. Starling Lawrence 

exposes the underbelly of 
the human soul in a series of eight quiet yet 
disturbing vignettes. Particularly distressing 
is the way the human idiosyncrasies in these 
stories are so often born of love manifesting 
itself uncontrollably. Adultery, murder, even 
sadism all lurk in upstanding citizens, utter- 
ly normal people; they materialize quickly 
and with slight provocation. Lawrence 
rarely explains his characters’ actions, leav- 
ing them like gaping traps for you to fall 
into hours later. His language is likewise re- 
strained; there are no flowery passages for 
anything to hide behind. 

The stories here range from “Desire 
Lines,” about an encounter between a 
young female birdwatcher and a bird thief 
in the Ramble, a rough section of Central 
Park, to “Legacy,” in which a young boy 
covets his dying relative’s equestrian 
medals. Rarely do the happenings get 
much more extreme; it’s not the external 
world that matters in these introspective 
pieces. And yet the external world is 
exquisitely captured; small details rever- 
berate against the larger human dynamic. 
Untouched orange jelly in a cut-glass 
bowl; “quilted damask, where tigers 
prowled and great birds flitted”; butterflies 
that “were a powdery cobalt blue against 
the dark red cone of the flower 
— like a shuttlecock.” Legacies 
may be stark, but it is elegantly 
so, never minimalist. 

The balance between exter- 
nal and internal is tense, as a 
sense of surrealism pervades 
the entire work. It’s as if 
you’d been holding your 
breath the entire time. Ordi- 
nary life exists, but in suspen- 
sion. This frozen existence is 
particularly evident in “But- 
terflies.” An old woman 
spends a sunny afternoon 
staring out a window, remi- 
niscing. Even the most painful 
memories — a cheating hus- 
band and a miscarriage — are 
cloaked in an a haze of objec- 
tivity, have become innocu- 
ous. A too-pretty housemaid 
is more disturbing: 

The girl dropped a shy 

curtsy? Where in God’s 

name had she learned 
that? 

“You are very pretty, 
child.” Again the smile, 
the proof which she had 
wanted to see. Beautiful 
was the word, and she 
wondered if she should say 
something to Ingrid. While 
she reflected on this, won- 
dering how Ingrid would 
take the advice, however 
well meant, the other word 
came back to her: butter- 
flies. Those were the 
pieces of wood that held 
the table together. 

Lawrence rarely writes in the first per- 
son, thereby shutting out all but the barest 
hint of hysteria. The exceptions are 
“Legacy” and “Immortality.” Here there is 
less sense of imminent doom; it’s a relief 
to be able to breathe again. These two sto- 
ries are more loving, as if the author 
couldn’t bring himself to be quite so dark

Peter Ackroyd can’t quite 
frame the Tyger of William Blake

BLAKE: A BIOGRAPHY, by Peter Ack- 
royd.

Tyger! Tyger! burning bright 

In the forests of the night, 

What immortal hand or eye 

Could frame thy fearful symmetry? 


ven today, this well-known 
lyric from William Blake's 
Songs of Innocence and Ex- 
perience is thought of most- 
ly as a children’s poem, an- 
thologized in “kiddie lit” primers and re- 
cited in classroom singsong. Actually, like 
all Blake’s poems, — including his volumi- 
nous, allegorical epics on English history, 
“The Tyger” is part of an elaborate verse 
manifesto that rejects both the predatory 
essence of the natural world and its reflec- 
tion in the systematic cruelty of the British 
ruling class. 

Blake (1757-1827) — the visionary 
poet; the inspired engraver of nightmarish 
tableaux teeming with beasts and demons; 
the rough-shod cockney mystic who 
claimed he saw angels cavorting in the 
trees and sketched “portraits” of appari- 
tions — was born somewhere in the filthy 
bowels of an industrializing London. Blake 
pere, a moderately successful hosier and 
radical dissenter, was a member of the 
burgeoning merchant class that was fast 
altering the political and economic face of 
Enlightenment Age Europe; Blake fils ex- 
panded his parents’ heretical mores into a 
full-fledged mythology of rebellion. He 
was dismissed as a madman in his own 
day, posthumously suppressed by the prim 
Victorian scruples of the 19th century, 
then warmly rehabilitated, in the newly tu- 
multuous 20th, as a mentor to the early 
modernists and the Beat/hippie poets of 
the "60s. 

In his ambitious new biography, 





British novelist Peter Ackroyd tackles the 
Blake mystique head-on, decoding the 
complex political and theological matrix 
that underlies the poems. Already praised 
as an agile scholar for his lives of Charles 
Dickens and T.S. Eliot, Ackroyd is, at 
his best, a kind of cartographer of intel- 
lectual history, mapping out a layman's 
guide to the labyrinth of 18th-century 
radicalism. 

He shadows Blake’s Royal Academy 
training under the irascible Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, his apprenticeship to the 
stodgy engraver derisively known as “Old 
Basire,” the print shop he founded with 
colleague James Parker, and the penury 
that befell him with his later reputation as 
a versifying lunatic. All this takes place 
against the backdrop of London in the 
throes of a sea-change, a “confused Ba- 
bel” where “the heads of the condemned 
were still rotting on the Temple Bar” even 
as “mobs and rioters,” fueled by the 
dawning sentiments of Revolution, filled 
the streets to protest the price of bread. 
Through Ackroyd’s lens, Blake stands 
squarely at his era’s political crossroads. 
He consorts with the radical likes of 
Common Sense pamphleteer Tom Paine 
and feminist Mary Wollstonecraft. He 
sports the Jacobin “bonnet rouge” and 
whistles tunes from the French Revolu- 
tion, then rips his red cap off in disgust 
with the first rumors of the Reign of Ter- 
ror’s atrocities. The climate of fear and 
repression that ensues during England’s 
long years of war with Napoleon’s France 
is exemplified by Blake’s near-imprison- 
ment over a fist fight with a soldier who 
accused him of seditiously shouting 
“Death to the King.” 

Even more instructive is Ackroyd’s un- 
tangling of the many threads of religious 
radicalism that profoundly influenced 
Blake: freemasonry and the occult, deism 
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M: institutional religion is represented | 


by the domed church (left), true art by the Gothic church (right). 


and theosophy, bizarre sects heralding the 
birth of a New Age, all linked by their 
common rejection of the elitist, Church of 
England status quo. The theologian who 
chiefly “gave substance to Blake's visions” 
was Emmanuel Swedenborg, his precursor 
in envisioning a utopian social order 
framed as the “New Jerusalem.” Blake's 
attraction to “sexual magic” (the doctrine 
of achieving meditative bliss through or- 
giastic group gropes) is also traced to 
Swedenborg; like other members of the 
Swedenborgian “New Jerusalem Church” 
in Great Eastcheap, Blake and his wife, 
Catherine, were known to sunbathe “ritu- 
ally nude” in the not-so-private garden of 
their London townhouse. Ackroyd rightly 
casts these philosophical strains as the 
driving force of Blake’s printmaking zeal; 
his illuminated manuscripts, with the po- 
ems etched directly onto copper plates 
alongside his apocalyptic drawings, consti- 





tuted an entirely new art form. The hither- 
to staid engraver's burin was transformed, 
in Blake’s eccentric hand, into an instru- 
ment of subversion, an extension of his 
poetic vision. 

But despite his crudite juggling of 


facts, Ackroyd’s oh-so-imaginatively ti- | 
tled Blake fails to animate its potent sub- | 
ject. Conversant as he is with historical 

minutiae, Ackroyd shows little emotional | 
empathy with his compatriot. His drab | 
delivery — the authorial equivalent of a | 


wizened professor's lecture-hall mono- 


tone — leaves “Poor Blake,” the rabble | 
rouser of the Heavens, chomping at the | 


book's stylistic bit, straining to emerge 
between the lines. 

Nowhere is this more evident than in 
Ackroyd’s often garbled explication of 
the poems. His decidedly un-Blakean 
homily on the epic poem “The Four 
Zoas” devolves into a jargony, lit-critical 


comparison of Blake’s poem with Ed- | 


ward Young’s far inferior (and long for- 


gotten) “Night Thoughts.” Such point- | 


less verbiage also burdens what could 
have been a steamy passage on Blake's 
use of sexual imagery. What a waste of 
ink to bestow on the reader the ponder- 
ous insight that Blake “saw in the penis 
and the vagina some emblem of eternal 
life.” (Fortunately, he reproduces on the 
same page a plate, from “The Four 
Zoas,” that depicts a woman's genitals 
sketched in the shape of a gothic chapel 
altar, about to receive the “offering” of 
an enormous, erect phallus.) Ackroyd, 
Master of the Obvious, winds up with his 
proverbial foot in his mouth, again, when 
he comments, re Blake's illustrations for 
Inferno, that their “visionary land- 


scape .. . tries to reproduce the effect of 
Dante’s poetry.” 
Such dull superfluities — which in- 


flate this tome to 400 onerous pages — 
represent the book's most distracting 
flaw. Blake disciples can rely on Ackroyd 
for a probing, if schoolmasterly, 
chronology. But to reach the heart and 
soul of this poet, they'll need a few 
Blakean “visions” of their own. Ack- 
royd’s disappointing prose fails Blake al- 
most as miserably as his contemporaries’ 
scathing insults. The feisty Bard, at his 
worst, could have written circles around 
his biographer. Too bad Ackroyd didn't 
take up Blake's famous challenge, in the 
wry burst of doggercl where he boasts 
that even his flatulence is more musical 
than a rival poct’s verse: 
If Blake could do this when he rose 
up from a shite 
What might he not do if he sat 
down to write?

f there’s anywhere the Do It Your- 
self mentality is flourishing, it’s in 
the multimedia world of on-line 
technology. In fact, the history of 
cyber-technology is the stuff of 


| DIY lore: Steve Jobs and friends inventing 
| the Apple in their garage; two students 


creating the Web browser that eventually 


| became Netscape. It’s a technology that 
straddles the mainstream and alternative 
| culture at once. As everyone is so fond of 


saying, the Net is a level playing field. And 
bands have been quick to discover it. A 


| Morphine Web site is just as accessible, 


and as available in as many places, as 
Aerosmith’s. If you’re on-line, you auto- 
matically have worldwide distribution. 

The result is that some of the most cre- 
ative work in cyber-technology continues 


| to flourish outside the mainstream — not 
| in the giant high-tech companies on Rte. 


128 and in the Silicon Valley, but, for in- 


| stance, in a shambling Victorian house in 
| Allston, where multimedia company 
| Stumpworld Systems, 


Inc. makes its 
home. Stumpworld’s clients include every- 
one from Kenmore Square club the Rat to 
Sony Music. No surprise that most every- 
one who works at Stumpworld is a musi- 
cian in a band. 

“It’s the same sensibility,” says 
“This work is 
attractive to the type of person who 


| would stay up all night by himself 
| practicing.” Stumpworld employee 
| and bass player (for Seks Bomba) 

| Matt Silbert suggested to me that 


the mathematical intervals of the 
language of music are very compati- 
ble with the language of software de- 


| velopment. Whatever the paradigm 


(and “paradigm” is a very popular 


| word at Stumpworld), the company 


has attracted a half-dozen or so full- 
time employees who prattle on hap- 
pily in that cheerful motormouth 
way that those of us with friends in 
the on-line world have come to 
know and love. 

Stumpworld began two and a half 
years ago, when Matalon, a trom- 
bonist with a bachelor’s degree in 
jazz from the New England Conser- 
vatory, decided to turn his day job 
into a business. An interest in com- 
puters led him to programming 
games, then accounting software, 
then a series of jobs that culminated 
with a position as MIS director for 


| Boston Biomedical Consultants, 
| which in turn was part of the pilot 
| test group for commercial use of the 
| Internet back in 1987-’88, before 


| there was anything even known as 


the Web. 

“Work got me more work, and 
that got me training, and before you 
know it, I was here,” Matalon re- 
calls. His roommate, and co-found- 
ing partner, Tim Halle, had similar 
experience — working with bands 
and performance groups, co-found- 


| ing Bird Dog recording studios, and 


at the same time becoming involved 
in an increasingly sophisticated se- 
ries of audio-visual multimedia pro- 
jects in the music business. His ré- 
sumé includes work with theatrical 
former wunderkind Peter Sellars 


| and a gig as lead projectionist with 





the extravagant multimedia U2 


| Zooropa tour. And if you ever saw 
| the local performance-art/rock band 
the Archbishop’s Enema Fetish a few 


years back, well, Halle was the Arch- 
bishop. 
The Stumpworld offices don’t 


nasty industrial-quality green carpeting 
underfoot, minimal furnishings, an old- 
style kitchen where you can find glasses in 
the sink or someone getting a haircut at 
the kitchen table. In short, it’s a frat house 
for the cyber-afflicted. 

“The New York office doesn’t look like 
this,” Matalon assures me. That’s where 
Stumpworld VP of marketing and devel- 
opment Pamela Burton fronts the business 
for high-end clients like Sony and Capitol. 
Burton, co-founder of Frontier Booking 
International (FBI), used to represent a 
client list that included the Police, R.E.M., 
the Go-Go’s, and Simple Minds. 

Matalon and Halle, despite their scruffy 
hacker-like appearance and surroundings, 
are well-spoken, fluent in the language not 
only of the Net but of marketing and fi- 
nance, of revenue models and vertical 
markets. The work that got Matalon more 
work and then training has served him 
well, and he’s in demand as a speaker and 
panelist at on-line confabs. “Most creative 
types would rather work in a falling-down 
Victorian house where they can drink 
beer, and not go to Lotus,” says Halle. 

“Or some stupid I.M. Pei building with 
no room in it,” adds Matalon. 

The Stumpworld routine tends to kick 
in late in the day and continue into the 
night, with a break at 7 to watch (on 
Channel 56) the manna of every tech 
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world day may be starting earlier. In the 
first quarter of 96, Stumpworld did more 
business than in all of 95. And Matalon 
and Halle allow that there’s less and less 
room at Stumpworld, even on a part-time 
basis, for untrained help. 

At this point, Stumpworld’s client list is 
all over the map. On the one hand, Mat- 
alon works on his band Squid’s Web site, 
and Stumpworld also takes on jobs from 
friends’ bands. The company has also cre- 
ated and maintained a popular Web site 
for the locally produced magazine of liter- 
ary erotica, Paramour. On the other hand, 
Stumpworld clients include Sony, Capitol 
Records (including their Blue Note and af- 
filiated jazz subdivisions), Aerosmith, 
Phish, and Ben and Jerry’s. Creating a 
Web site for a local band might cost 
$1000 or so, whereas the high-end client 
billing can get into six figures. 

Stumpworld works at both ends of the 
spectrum. The Net has opened a whole 
new cost-effective 
marketing tool for 
baby rock bands. 

“Think just in terms 

of mailing lists,” 

says Matalon. “A 

band goes out on a 

little regional tour, 

they collect mailing lists. E-mail is free. 
You can mail a million messages — it’s 
free. That’s certainly a big difference from 
16 cents apiece for bulk postage.” 

For bands signed to labels — major or 
indie — it offers another element of con- 
trol. “Todd Rundgren has talked about 
how he can make his own promotional 
materials,” says Matalon. “The record 
company doesn’t have to invest in it, they 
can just link to him. That’s a tremendous 
savings. Rather than sending his photo ev- 
erywhere, it’s on his Web site, and anyone 
who wants it can get it.” 

The control factor is important for 
bands moving to a major label. “I once

talked to a band that had signed to a major 
and I asked them about the label’s multi- 
media thing and they were all bummed out 
because this other company made the Web 
page. The band had no say in it. They 
were bumming — big time — because of 
the way they were represented. I know 
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guys who quit bands because of the way 
the poster looks, for crying out loud.” 

No two Web sites necessarily serve the 
same goals. “Any kid in America can buy a 
U2 album,” says Matalon, “so buying al- 
bums isn’t what that Web site should be | 
about. Those fans want to get closer to the | 
band, so they want tour dates, band news, 
on-line chats with the band members.” | 
Blue Note, on the other hand, has a huge | 
catalogue but limited distribution, so jazz | 
fans will want catalogue and ordering in- | 
formation. And, because these guys know | 
the discographical impulses of jazz fans, | 
Stumpworld’s Blue Note site includes all 
manner of cross-referenced links so that 
fans can get not only bios but lists of every 
Blue Note album on which, say, Chet Bak- | 
er appears either as a leader or a band | 
member. 

Without specialists like Stumpworld, 
even the big labels can muck up on-line | 
marketing efforts. When Tori Amos’s most 

recent Atlantic al- | 
bum, Boys for Pele, 
was offered on-line 
weeks before its in- 
store availability, it 
bombed, reportedly 
selling fewer than 
100 copies. This was 
an album that would go on to debut at #2 
on the Billboard 200 top-albums chart. 

You could write that off by saying that 
Amos’s fans are mostly female and Net 
users are mostly male. “But when we went | 
and looked through the Tori Amos news- 
groups and went into the Tori Amos chat 
rooms,” says Matalon, “what we found is 
that none of the Tori Amos fans knew | 
about this. So just because you’re on the | 
Internet doesn’t mean anyone knows any- 
thing about it.” 

“The point is,” says Halle, “that we 
should have heard about it. And we didn’t. 
So the marketing wasn’t there.” 

On the other hand, when Phish, who

mailing list, announced the creation 
of their Web site, they got immedi- 
ate, tremendous response. “We had 


have to work for it at all.” 

At the other end of the spectrum 
is Paramour, which has a newsstand 
and subscription distribution of 
15,000 but is getting a few hundred | 
thousand hits a month on-line. And 
this is where the use of the Net as a | 
marketing tool is just beginning to | 
be explored: its ability to track an | 
audience. With its emphasis on erot- 
ica, Paramour expected heavy late- | 
evening traffic. “The site, which has | 
adult content, was getting its major- 
ity of hits on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day afternoons between one and 
five,” says Matalon. “So it’s not 
people at home, it’s people at work. 
There’s a real dip at around dinner | 
time through the evening TV hour, 
and then from about 10:30 it gets 
really popular again, and then after 
1 it’s dead.” 

Skillfully used, Web sites can ex- | 
tract a plethora of information from 
a potential market — age, hobbies, 
buying habits. The basic measuring | 
stick of Web-site activity — how 
much it’s accessed — is just the be- | 
ginning. The traditional market-re- 
search tools of the print media — | 
focus groups, reader questionnaires | 
— pale in comparison. It’s similar 
to the revolutionary data with which | 
Soundscan transformed the Bill- | 
board charts in tracking albums | 
sales. 

“If you take out an ad in Para- 
mour, I’m going to suggest you take 
it out on the special-features page,” 
says Matalon, “because that’s the 
most-used page. I can tell you by 
the day of the week, by the hour, 
how many people saw your ad. No 
other media can tell you that.” The 
more involved a user becomes in a | 
Web site, the more questions he an- | 
swers in return for entering con- 
tests, buying T-shirts and albums, 
the more information he provides. 

“Give us some demographics about 
yourself and we'll give you some- 
thing cool to do. That’s a pretty 
standard model,” says Matalon. “If a 
kid on-line tells me that he’s a heavy metal 
fan but I’m getting a lot of hits per day 
from him in hip-hop, then I know more 
about him than he does.” Q

Dana Colley. 

One of the problems with Treat Her 
Right, according to Sandman, was clutter 
and mismanagement on the business end. 
“We never used to pay the band in Treat 
Her Right,” he laughs. “We always 
thought we’d make money down the road 
someday. We were paying our crew more 
than we were paying ourselves.” 

Presumably Dreamworks will make sure 
that the guys in Morphine don’t starve to 

death. It’s a model 
set-up for Morphine, 
particularly given 
Sandman’s interest 
in making music for 
film. What he seems 
happiest with is that 
though Dreamworks 
couldn’t have bigger backing, it’s special 
“because they're keeping it small and they’ve 
gone out and attracted some really great 
business talent. Actually, the record part is 
owned by all the guys that used to run 
Warners for years. And they just have a real- 
ly good attitude. They’ve got tons of con- 
nections, obviously. Especially for movies.”

The notes Sutherland’s referring to are 
the twangy, reverb-drenched ones that 
bob in and out of the playful, patchwork 
backdrop of “Day Late & Dollar Short,” 
a dub-inflected instrumental that also in- 
corporates a sporadic hip-hop beat, a 
chorus of ethereal female vocals, some fu- 
turistic synth bleeps and blips, and a omi- 
nous sound of a man’s voice saying “I 
hope | landed on my feet this time.” Else- 
where on the disc, which opens with the 
sound of a needle being dropped on a 
vinyl 45 by an anonymous punk band, 
Sutherland does some old school, Jam 
Master Jay—style scratching, plays his own 
skeletal bass lines and keyboard riffs, and 
scavenges all manner of aural ephemera 
— from the sound of a baby crying and 
the neigh of a pony to snippets of dia- 
logue stolen from 
radio and televi- 
sion. Heather

straight-to-video movie with Virginia 
Madsen, John Lurie, and Flea. It’s not 
available yet; Sandman describes it as an

and some cops who keep coming in for 
free coffee and pie. It’s the first feature of 
Gary Auerbach, a producer/director who, 
Sandman says, “mostly works in TV.

Morphine’s edgy, urbane sound ought 
to lend the proceedings a fair degree of 
Nighthawks shadows. For the scoring, 
Auerbach had Sandman watch the movie, 
told him what parts he wanted music for, 
and what sort of music. “I had to record 
some rough ideas and send it to him. He’d 
check it out and make comments, and 
we'd go back and forth like that.”

There may be nothing new about using 
synths and samplers to create cut-and- 
paste pop.

And he’s the first to 
admit that his technical knowledge is far 
from complete. 

“I’ve had my sampler for four years. I 
turn it on everyday, and I’m still figuring 
out new things about it. It was super- 
complicated and frustrating when I first 
got it. I wanted to throw it out the win- 
dow. But when I finally figured out the

basics of how to make a song 
on it, I put together a 45- 
minute tape and released it on 
a cassette label [Slabco] that 
my friend runs in Seattle.” 

The name Land of the Loops 
refers to the pre-sampler tech- 
nology that Sutherland used to 
develop his mixmaster chops. 
“A friend of mine taught me 
how to make loops by pulling 
the insides out of a cassette, 
tying together a loop of tape, 
and putting it back in the shell. 
You can also make loops by 
putting a piece of electrical 
tape at a 45-degree angle in 
the groove on an album so that 
it keep skipping over and over 
again. I'd always wanted to 
scratch records the way they 
do on rap songs. So I found a 
turntable that someone had 
thrown out on cleaning day at 
college, bought a mixer at a 
pawnshop, hooked up two 
turntables, and started making 
songs that way. It was very lo- 
fi. I'd have a tape loop of 
something from television on a 
cassette. I'd put a drum-ma- 
chine beat to it, and then I'd 
scratch along to that and 
record it all on a four-track.” 

Although his methods have since become 
somewhat more sophisticated, Sutherland’s 
still very much a believer in bringing the in- 
genuity of lo-fi into the realm of high-tech. 

“The indie-rock world that my friends 
showed me — pick up whatever's lying 
around the house, make a song with it, put 
it out on your own seven-inch, and meet 
all these people who are doing the same 
kind of things — that’s been really wel- 
coming and opening for me. I could spend 
$1000 a week in a studio, but I'd rather 
take that money and spend it on a DAT 
machine that I can keep and use to make 
my own music. It really doesn’t matter 
whether you're in your living room beating 
on a pail or in a 24-track studio program- 
ming the same Roland drum machine that 
every house-music producer uses, as long 
as it sounds good.” Q 
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JEANNE LEE AND 
PATTY WATERS: 
FEELING TONES 


Trumpeter Booker Little once 
summed up Billie Holiday’s genius by 
underscoring how Holiday “impro- 
vised on the feelings of the song and 
not just the notes.” New CDs by jazz 
singers extraordinaire Jeanne Lee and 
Patty Waters, two shamefully neglect- 
ed talents, drive Little’s point home. 
Although the national arena is cur- 
rently well supplied by women jazz 
singers who can scat and swing a la 
Ella or Sassy, Lee and Waters are 
among a precious handful who know 
how to mine the “feeling” tones res- 
onating under the surfaces of jazz 
standards. 

Jeanne Lee joins with pianist Mal 
Waldron on After Hours (Owl/EMI 
France), only her third recording as 
leader in more than three decades. As 
on her previous outings with pianist 
Ran Blake (The Legendary Duets, 
RCA, out-of-print; and You Stepped 
Out of a Cloud, on Owl), Lee focuses 
on jazz standards, emphasizing bal- 
lads performed at a languid (but never 
lazy) pace. She fi@ssesses an uncanny 
way of using her pitch-perfect, far- 
ranging, ever-fluid voice at the level of 
a whisper, creating the sense that 
she’s sharing some intimate secrets. 

“You Go to My Head,” which she 
previously recorded with Blake, as- 
sumes a remarkable double identity 
here: a confession of feminine vulner- 
ability and a hymn of visionary in- 
sight. “Straight Ahead,” an Abbey 
Lincoln song focusing on the career 
obstacles African-American women 
like Lincoln and Lee often face, is a 
model of modulated stridency. The 
wistfulness in Mingus’s farewell to 
Lester Young, “Goodbye Pork-Pie 
Hat,” tugs fiercely on the heart- 
strings. Not only does Lee sing as if 
she meant every word, she digs into 
every syllable and emerges with inno- 
vative tones that project complex 
emotions. Waldron, who previously 
accompanied Lee’s major inspirations 
(Billie Holiday and Abbey Lincoln), 


| offers sparse, understated accompa- 


niment. Bass notes pump like a 
haunted heart, treble clusters descend 
like hard-won tears. It’s a forceful 
showcase of vocal artistry. 

Like Lee, Waters has just three 
recordings reflecting a 30-plus years 
career, and she was discovered dur- 
ing the 60s by many of the same 
free-jazz leaders as Lee. A striking 
demonstration of their shared musi- 
cal values (as well as their shared ac- 
companist, Ran Blake) emerges on 
Waters’s College Tour (ESP Disc/ 
ZYX Music). “It Never Entered My 
Mind,” performed in a breathy and 
whispery style, sounds like some 
spooky moment of Lee inhabiting 
Waters’s body. The rest of Waters’s 
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songs from her two ESP discs harbor 
no such confusion, though they do 
reveal Waters to be a similarly close 
student of Billie Holiday’s recordings. 
Empathically supported by the in- 
ventive pianist Jessica Williams, Wa- 
ters chooses a program of a dozen 
standards, many identified with Lady 
Day, to make her Love Songs (Jazz 
Focus/North Country Distribution) a 
winning collection. Notoriously con- 
troversial during the ’60s for her 
cathartic readings of songs (her full- 
throated screaming anticipated Yoko 
Ono’s by years), she has now mel- 
lowed so that her sotto voice is con- 
stant. But her interpretative penchant 
for emotional depths lingers lovingly. 
“Someone To Watch over Me” is a 
near-breathless and naked plea, yet 
never sacrifices musicality for emo- 
tionality. Williams plays ruminative 
runs on the piano’s highest keys as 
Waters croons the ultimate music of 
deep longing. Two versions of “Don’t 
Explain,” that near-masochistic an- 
them to feminine forgiveness, find 
Waters personalizing Holiday’s tune 
into a vehicle for proud self-explo- 
ration. There’s even a hint of coy hu- 
mor in her cover of Gershwin’s “I’ve 
Got a Crush on You.” After so many 
decades, it’s time to welcome these 

women onto center stage.

NEIL YOUNG: 
OUTPUNKING 
THE SEX PISTOLS 


In one of the more delicious ironies 
of the year, Neil Young and Crazy 
Horse opened last week’s two-night 
stand at Great Woods with the oft- 
quoted rock anthem “Hey Hey, My 
My (Out of the Blue).” The song 
peaked, as usual, with Young drop- 
ping names in the last verse — “The 
King is gone, but he’s not forgot- 
ten/This is the story of Johnny Rot- 
ten” — and that line was answered as 
usual by bassist Billy Talbot and 
rhythm guitarist Frank Sampedro 
shouting into the mike, “Johnny Rot- 
ten! Johnny Rotten!” — grinning like 
two kids who've just learned a new 
cuss word. 

You had to remember how daring 
it sounded when Young wrote that 
line in 1978. He was the rock states- 
man invoking the name of an upstart 
punk who challenged everything that 
he stood for. But in 1996, he was 
performing that song less than two 
weeks after Johnny Rotten had head- 
lined the very same stage — the two 
dueling icons are now part of the 
same touring circuit. And if you com- 
pare the spirited oldies show that 
Rotten played with the Sex Pistols to 
the churning, cathartic set that 
Young delivered with Crazy Horse, 
you have to wonder who’s standin 
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prouder as the godfather of punk 
rock. But you don’t have to wonder 
for very long. 

The only thing that ever really 


changes about a Crazy Horse show is | 


the subtext. Listening to “Hey Hey, 
My My” last week, you could hear it 
as a life-affirming gesture — here 
were middle-aged men (Young is 50) 
waving the rock-and-roll banner 
without irony or nostalgia — or as an 
elegy for Kurt Cobain, whose use of 
the song in his suicide note moved 
Young to write the somber Sleeps 
with Angels album two years ago. But 
the performance of “Hey Hey, My 
My” hasn’t changed; it still sounds 
much as it did nearly two decades 
ago. The same goes for even older 
numbers like 1968’s “Cinnamon 
Girl.” This sounds like currefit alter- 
na-rock, but it always did. In that 
sense, the band’s minimal stage set- 
ting — an outlaw-camp motif with 
burning candles and pirate flag — 
was appropriate. They’ve stayed con- 
temporary by shutting off the outside 
world. 

There were still times I wished 
Young and company would take more 
chances, at least in their song choices. 
Tried-and-true barnstormers (the 
above plus “Cortez the Killer” and 
“Like a Hurricane”) filled up much of 
the set along with three numbers from 
the current Broken Arrow (Reprise/ 
Warner Bros.). The only real surprise 
was a newly electrified version of 
“Pocahontas” (from the acoustic side 
of Rust Never Sleeps). Young’s career 
twists and turns of the past decade 
were largely ignored. The superb 
Ragged Glory was represented only by 
the set-peaking “Fuckin’ Up”; and in- 
stead of drawing from the recent Har- 
vest Moon, his brief acoustic set 
flashed back to “The Needle & the 
Damage Done” — a still-relevant 
song, but never an especially deep one 
— and “Heart of Gold.” Likewise, 
Crazy Horse blew the chance to intro- 
duce material from Sleeps with Angels 
or the Pearl Jam collaboration Mirror 
Ball, neither of which got taken on the 
road (except for Mirror Ball in Eng- 
land). It would have been enlightening 
to hear them lifting Pearl Jam’s licks, 
since Pearl Jam have already lifted 
plenty of Crazy Horse’s. 

But the songs were almost beside 
the point last week, where the big 
sonic blur was what mattered. And if 
punk’s favorite catchphrase is “faster 
and louder,” they went the other ex- 
treme and played slower and longer. 
The nearly two-hour show included 
only 14 songs, and that total was in- 
flated by the concise acoustic set. The 


best moments were also the most ex- | 


treme ones. The new album’s “Slip 
Away” built to a mesmerizing, one- 
chord marathon; a 20-minute “Hur- 
ricane” slipped away from song 
structure into pure white noise. By its 
end Young was left slamming his fists 
on his guitar, having broken all six 
strings. Implications? It’s still better 
to burn out than to fade away, and 
Young’s found a better way of 
demonstrating that than Cobain did.

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Rhino’s Cowabunga 
teaches surf by the numbers

imi Hendrix’s claim that 
“you'll never hear surf music 
again,” a phrase from his 
“Third Stone from the Sun,” 
has proven wildly wrong in 
the 30 years since. In fact, Cowabunga: 
The Surf Box, the new four-CD Rhino box 
set, demonstrates how and why surf music 
has maintained a longevity few rock sub- 
genres can claim. Largely focused upon 
guitar-driven instrumentals, Cowabunga 
supersedes scores of previous surf compi- 
lations because of its inclusiveness and 
historical breadth. Anyone who thinks surf 
music a purely retro style will find this box 
a startling education. 

The four CDs run in sequence. 
“Ground Swells” covers the early ‘60s; 
“Big Waves” collects hits from the pivotal 
year of 1963; “Ebb Tide” culls singles 
through the rest of that decade; “New 
Waves” combines tunes from the '70s to 
the present. Although newcomers to the 
style might best listen in this order, the 
rest of us can pursue any order. Blame it 
on right-brain dominance, but | particular- 
ly relish listening in reverse order — a se- 
quence transparently revealing the roots of 
today’s surf bands. 

If you prefer your musical history in a 
logical progression, the first disc holds the 
largest number of familiar instrumental 
classics: “Mr. Moto” by the Belairs, 
“Pipeline” by the Chantays, and multiple 
hits by the venerable inventor of surf mu- 
sic, guitarist Dick Dale. Any Dale record- 
ing is an archetypal surf instrumental. It’s 
a pure formula — but what a formula! 
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instruments: highly percussive staccato 
picking. Call it the Orientalization of 
American rock. This highly physical style 
became identified with the muscle-stretch- 
ing sport of surfing but it always sounds 
“exotic” enough to be associated with the 
“Mysterious East.” 

Besides his immodest recording “King 
of the Surf Guitar,” which is included on 
disc two, Dale also concludes disc four 
with his “Esperanza,” an instrumental 
from his 1993 Tribal Thunder (Hightone). 
Yes, his shadow continues to loom long

Sixteenth notes fired in machinéegun fury, 
saturated by reverb, backed by’a rhythm 
section relentlessly shuffling and rocking. 
Melodies are in a minor key, often sound- 
ing vaguely Spanish or Middle Eastern. 
The Middle Eastern coloration is a key. 
Dale’s contribution to rock guitar was to 
transpose the technique Arab oud (lute) 
players used for centuries on their acoustic 


and large. On his latest CD, Calling Up 
Spirits, (Beggar's Banquet), he introduces 
the weirdest cover of Hendrix’s “Third 
Stone from the Sun” imaginable, with a 
spoken aside to Hendrix: “Jimi, I’m still 
here ... ” Forgive the egotism; Dale still 
burns on his Stratocaster. 

As Dale is the greatest guitar wiz surf

Like Dale’s, their recordings from their | 


surf-saturated "60s exude a fidelity to a 


formula. Chuck Berry song structures | 


were married to doo-wop vocal har- 
monies. The idiocy of their lyrics has en- 
sured their eternal high status in American 
pop culture; kitsch thrives on such banali- 
ties as “fun, fun, fun” and various expres- 
sions of California ersatz-utopianism and 
erotic mysticism. 

Cowabunga heightened my awareness 
of just how many imitators the Beach 
Boys spawned (the Trade Winds, the 
Sunrays, the Fantastic Baggies). Having 
grown up in the ‘60s, | can remember 
surf music seeming “out of date” by the 
time the Beatles caught on. When my lo- 
cal (Philadelphia) department store 
scheduled a vote to see which group was 
most popular among teens, the Beach 
Boys or Beatles, my friends and | ab- 
stained from the un-hip plebiscite. But by 
the late '70s, surf music had been resur- 
rected through bands blending punk and 
psychedelic mannerisms into classical 
surf-song structures. What an apt fusion! 
Psychedelic and punk rock were lyrically 
as simplistic as surf, their powers sum- 
moned by stingingly aggressive guitar 
meshing with furious drumming. 

There are 20 fine neo-surf bands on 
disc four, but the ones to notice are the 
Mermen. A power trio led by guitarist Jim 
Thomas, they combine the wildest excess- 
es of old psychedelic bands like Quicksil- 
ver Messenger Service and Blue Cheer 
with a sunny, high-spirited energy remi-

VELVET CRUSH UPDATE. Providence 
popsters Velvet Crush were never in a big 
hurry about making albums — they’ve re- 
leased only two in a six-year career — so 
it’s no surprise that their gig tomorrow 
(Friday) at T.T. the Bear’s Place will not 
be in support of their long-overdue follow- 
up to 1993’s stellar Teenage Symphonies 
to God (Epic). But they will be playing 
much of the new material, which is now 
set for release in March. 

So far Velvet Crush have cut nearly 20 
songs in three different sessions produced 
by longtime ally Mitch Easter. Now that 
their album’s delayed, they’ll use the time 
to record a few more, then pick the 10 
best songs from the batch. 

“We're not thrilled about the delay, but 
we figure there’s only about a million 
bands putting albums out, so we'll use the 
breathing room,” guitarist Jeffrey Bor- 
chardt says. They’re aiming for a simpler, 
more direct album; they’ve shelved its 
original title, Heavy Changes, and instead 
plan to call it just Velvet Crush. 

“We still want to use that other title for 
a big, sprawling mess of a double album 
that we plan to make somewhere down the 
road,” Borchardt explains. After touring 
with a bunch of guest guitarists — Easter, 
Tommy Keene, and Gigolo Aunt Dave 
Gibbs — they’ve found a permanent 
fourth member in former Six Finger Satel- 
lite ax man Pete Phillips. “It may seem like 
an odd match, but we’ve known him for 
years and years. You always find the right 
person in the last place you look.” 


DANDO/OASIS SONG AXED. One of 
the selling points of the forthcoming Lemon- 
heads album, Car Button Cloth (due mid 
October on Tag/Atlantic), was supposed to 
be “Purple Parallelogram,” a straight-ahead 
rocker that Evan Dando wrote with Noel 
Gallagher of Oasis.

Perry Farrell reaches 


for the stars with ENIT 


by Matt Ashare 


erry Farrell sought a chal- 

lenge when he left Lolla- 

palooza behind earlier this 

year and set out to create 

his own ENIT festival. But 
he wasn't counting on that half-naked, 
fire-breathing ballerina on stilts named 
Pandora going up in flames on August 20 
at Great Woods. Yes, half-naked, as in 
topless except for the small silver pasties; 
and fire-breathing, as in spitting flames 
Gene Simmons-style. Unfortunately, 
some of the fluid spilled on her gauze 
skirt, the stilts threw her balance off, and 
10 songs into Porno for Pyros’ set Far- 
rell’s loosely scripted carnival fantasy 
turned frighteningly real. The aliens he'd 
invited to ENIT’s love-in never showed. 
But the medics did. 

Pandora’s combustion was responsible 
for one of the few adrenaline rushes in a 
day that was devoted to generating good 
karma and dance beats rather than angst 
and power chords. She escaped with mi- 
nor injuries. The mood was at least par- 
tially salvaged, first by Lady Miss Kier, 
who bounded on stage as the smoke and 
Porno for Pyros were clearing and told 
the crowd, “Take a deep breath, come to- 
gether, and give us some love.” Then Far- 
rell returned with his band (including 
bassist Mike Watt) and indulged in new- 
age-speak about “the cosmic flame” be- 
fore offering some soothing acoustic 
tunes and a powerhouse, electrified ver- 
sion of “Coming Down the Mountain.” 
But the incident still illustrated much of 
what was wrong and right with ENIT; the

Conceived as a forward-looking answer 
to the retro, hard-rock leanings of this 
year’s Lollapalooza, ENIT aimed to bring 
members of the DJ-oriented rave subcul- 
ture together with open-minded under- 
ground-rock fans in a day (and, in two of 
its locations, a full night) devoted to love 
and dancing rather than angst and crowd 
surfing. The last-minute cancellation of 
three mainstage attractions — Love and 
Rockets, Black Grape, and Buju Banton 
— reduced the rock, leaving Meat Beat 
Manifesto, Lady Miss Kier, and the Orb to 
carry the day. The outer-limits jazz of the 
Sun Ra Arkestra and second-line rhythms 
of the Rebirth Brass Band added some di- 
versity. A separate DJ stage offered non- 
stop grooves. Porno for Pyros, the show's 
only guitar band, were off stage by 10:30. 

Two days earlier, at New Jersey's Gar- 
den State Arts Center, where more than 
9000 showed up for an ENIT that started 
at 4 p.m., ended at 6 a.m., and took place 
in a large field, losing a few bands hadn't 
made a difference. But at Great Woods, 
ENIT had to be presented as a traditional 
concert with (mostly) assigned seating. 
Only 6300 people showed, and the logis- 
tics reduced it to something just slightly 
grander then a Porno for Pyros concert 
with extra opening acts. 

Many of those seats were left empty as 
the crowd wandered around in search of 
some action during Kier’s set. The former 
Deee-Lite singer was in strong voice and a 
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halter top, but that didn’t 
make up for the muddy 
mix her acid-jazz-style 
music was (mis)treated 
to. As if to confirm that 
there’s still plenty of 
room for old-fashioned 
chops in the electronic 
galaxy, Rebirth Brass 
Band (sans amplification) 
drew a dancing crowd of 
baggy-clothed techno- 
hippies when they set up 
down by the Great 
Woods gate for an im- 
promptu jam during 
Kier’s set. That left it to 
the Orb to prove that 
man and machine can 
work together and sound 
good through a big PA. 
Which they did, generat- 
ing a mesmerizing aural 
collage of sylvan sound- 
scapes, lunar modula- 
tions, and elusive beats 
— even a seasoned club- 
goer like Kier, who came 
down onto the floor that 
had been cleared for 
dancers in front of the 
stage, couldn't quite an- 
ticipate where the Orb 
were taking the groove. 

If Farrell's intention 
had been to weed out the 
baseball-cap-wearing al- 
terna-jocks and frat-boy 
moshers by bringing to- 
gether the peaceful, con- 
siderate, and perhaps 
even more discriminating elite of the alter- 
native nation, then he'd succeeded by the 
time Porno hit the stage. I'd seen a young 
woman dressed in a sheer, see-through slip 
and very visible, very skimpy black panties 
walk amongst men without harassment, an 
overweight hippie wearing a tic-dyed purple 
gown dance with punk rockers, and no 
crowd surfing. My innate cynicism about 
festival crowds had slowly been eroded by 
the genuinely good-natured vibe of this one. 

In the pit kids swayed to Porno for 
Pyro’s mellow rendition of Jane’s Addic- 
tion’s “Summertime Rolls,” a couple slow-

danced to the cerie groove of “Tahitian 
Moon,” and everybody sang along on | 
“Pets” without stepping on one another's 
heads. Farrell even passed around the 
Merlot he was drinking — and rather than 
smashing the bottle the audience took sips 
and returned it to the singer. 

So it really was a shame that ENIT 
couldn't come off without incident, that 
Farrell couldn't temper his festival fantasics 
with a little more-realistic planning. But 
then, if he were more down to carth, he 
probably wouldn't be blowing his Lolla- 
palooza cash on ENIT in the first place. Q |

Monadnock gives us Virgil 
Thomson’s The Mother of Us All

ice thing about celebrat- 
ing a centennial — you 
get to hear lots of things 
that otherwise don’t get 
heard. This year marked 
the 100th birthday of Virgil Thomson 
(who was born in Kansas City, Missouri, 
and died in New York only seven years 
ago). Thomson has got to be the most 


American of all American composers, and 
perhaps for that very reason he hasn't al- 
ways been taken as seriously by the musi- 
cal establishment as he deserved to be — 
certainly not as seriously as he himself 
thought he deserved to be. 

But this summer at Lincoln Center, we 
had the opportunity to hear his first collab- 
oration with Gertrude Stein, their 1934 
opera, Four Saints in Three Acts (in a pro- 
duction by Robert Wilson that | thought de- 
stroyed its elusive balance between the 
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poignantly fanciful and the profoundly spir- 
itual). And last week in the Peterborough 
(New Hampshire) Town House, Monad- 
nock Music, under its music director, 
James Bolle, presented a vital and vividly 
exuberant concert version of Thomson's 
last collaboration with Stein (and Stein’s 
very last work), their postwar opera about 
Susan B. Anthony, The Mother of Us All. 

Bolle is one of Thomson's few real cham- 
pions in this country. In 1991 he led the 
first professional uncut performance of 
Thomson’s last opera, Lord Byron (with a 
libretto by Jack Larson, alias Jimmy Olsen, 
cub reporter). He’s more of an architect 
than a technician. Bolle performances in- 
variably have their rough edges. But they 
have a definite dramatic shape. In a work of 
such spirited character (though much of 
that celebratory spirit is also elegiac — a 
tone Bolle and his troops likewise cap- 
tured), the brashness may be more a virtue 
than a liability. And he and an orchestra of 
soloists know — and celebrate — the dif- 
ference between a waltz and a march. 

In fact, though there was no stage move- 
ment, the visualization of the performance 
had more to do with the real opera that 
Thomson and Stein wrote than all of Robert 
Wilson’s expensive non sequiturs. The cast 
— eight principals playing some 24 roles 
plus chorus, with additional small solos — 
sat behind red-white-and-blue bunting (as if 
at a convention), a big American flag hang- 
ing over the orchestra behind them. As each 
singer stood to sing his or her lines, he or 
she propped up a placard with his or her 
character's name. Some of this was done in 
lightning succession, and it both helped to 
identify the character and served to indicate 
the witty playfulness of Stein’s book and 
Thomson’s quicksilver musical realization of 
it. Characters were able to appear and dis- 
appear more quickly than they possibly 
could have in a fully staged version, in which 
each part would require a different singer. 

This simple device also gave the singers a 
chance to project contrasting temperaments. 
It was delightful and touching to see — and 
hear —- mezzo-soprano D’Anna Fortunato 
change demeanor and timbres as Susan B.'s 
shyly reticent companion, Anne; the spunki- 
er, more independent Indiana Elliot, who 
won't give up her surname when she mar- 
ries Jo the Loiterer (tenor Todd Geer, in a 
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sweetly earthbound characterization) unless 
he gives up his, too, which is-what he finally, 
reluctantly, ends up doing (“What's in a 
name?” Somebody Else asks; “Everything,” 
Susan B. replies); and the even tougher Jen- 
ny Reefer. Baritone James Maddalena sang 
both the lugubrious Daniel Webster (“He 
digged a pit, he digged it deep, he digged it 
for his brother,” he dirges) and the sturdily 
professorial Donald Gallup (“I am tall as a 
man. | am firm as a clam.”). Fortunato even 
got to have a dialogue with herself. She and 
Maddalena split a total of eight roles be- 
tween them, and they were all heavenly. 

The MC roles of Virgil T. and Gertrude S. 
(like the Compére and Commeére in Four 
Saints) were played with bravado and 
panache by baritone Thomas Jones (who 
also played Chris the Citizen, Jo the Loiter- 
er’s friend) and mezzo Victoria Vibbert (who 
also played the important role of the play- 
wright Constance Fletcher, which she 
seemed more taxed by vocally). Bass bari- 
tone Donald Sherrill was appropriately sten- 
torian and belligerent as both Ulysses S. 
Grant and Indiana Elliot’s Brother. Soprano 
Susan Narucki made a glamorous (though 
slim) Lillian Russell and Angel More, Daniel 
Webster's sentimentally conceived (she’s ac- 
companied by a harp) deceased girlfriend 
(it’s that kind of opera), though her singing 
was reedy. In smaller roles, there was excel- 
lent support from Katherine Galvin-Mad- 
dalena, Alan Jordan, and Mark-Andrew 
Cleveland. 

Soprano Mary Burgess filled the central 
role of Susan B. (“I even speak louder than 
1 can”) Anthony with a kind of heroic dig- 
nity, graciousness, and untouchable inner 
strength. Her sincerity was never carica- 
tured, almost abstract, in fact, hardly “act- 
ed” at all, just luminously there. Some years 
ago, she made a splendid Amelia in Monad- 
nock’s concert performance of Verdi's Un 
ballo in maschera — she’s that kind of 
singer. The years have frayed her voice 
some, and this is nothing if not a strenuous 
role. And yet, in the great final aria, “In my 
long life” (which Thomson asked to have 
sung at his funeral), her voice sounded 
clearer and warmer than ever, especially in 
the final radiant pianissimos, which are fol- 
lowed by three measures of silence and then 
a solemn C-major chord. That’s what,I call 
a happy ending.

RENT (Zee Bin). On a recent trip to 
Oxford, Mississippi, | caught the 
Neckbones playing to a hothouse 
crowd at the Gin — one guitar play- 
er pitching drunkenly off stage onto 
a table loaded with beer bottles 
(and not missing a note), the drum- 
mer holding his beer cup in his teeth 
and draining draft after draft by tilt- 
ing his head while he played, and 
the other two guys haranguing vari- 
ous members of the audience while 
performing songs about smoking 
crack and hating the radio and 
defending Southern belles. It was a 
great gig, pumping fresh venom into 
that toothless old snake, garage 
rock. This CD's not quite as vigor- 
ous a bash-'em-up, but it's loaded 
with trailer-trash spirit, the same 
soft-brained stories, and a real dedi- 
cation to playing rock and roll as if 
they meant it down to every last 
flickering braincell 

What makes the Neckbones differ- 
ent from the many Boston-based 
garage rockers? Well, for one thing, 
they're not self-consciously mimick- 
ing the Lyres or the Prime Movers 
or their spinoffs; provincialism 
seems to have no place in their 
music despite their small-town

Calling Bringing Down the Horse, 
the Wallflowers’ long-delayed fol- 
low-up to their 1992 debut, Dylan- 
esque may be ridiculous under the 
circumstances (Wallflower Jakob 
Dylan is Bob's son), but the descrip- 
tion is more accurate than you'd 
even expect. From the heavy 
organ/guitar interplay to the throaty 
vocals to the musical and lyrical 
cues borrowed from Springsteen, 
Petty, and even Elvis Costello, the 
Wallflowers amalgamate all the new 
Dylans and old Dylans into songs 
that — despite their general pleas- 
antness and standouts like “6th 
Avenue Heartache” and “! Wish | 
Felt Nothing” — do not contain a 
single refreshing musical idea.

Why bring no less than seven differ- 
ent producers (best known ones 
Steve “Silk” Hurley and Kay 
Fingers) into Chantay Savage's 
singing debut if all you have in mind

Fischer? Not that Savage seems to 
mind. She sings all but one of the 
CD's 13 tracks steadily, unhurried, 
as comfortable phrasing the stan- 
dard-issue scats of “Body” as the 
overused swooping and pleading of 
“All Night All Day” and “Let's Do It 
Right.” She goes on with her under- 
stated, efficient vocal style even 
though its matter-of-factness is 
trumped by the plainness of the 
music. It's courageous of a singer, 
in this time of far too many bejew- 
eled divas, to avoid all mannerism, 
for mannerism breeds irony, and 
irony, when forced, gives off snob- 
bishness. But Savage's economy of 
means requires music with far more 
dash or subtlety than usual (she has 
a bit more stability than the ner- 
vous-sounding Fischer when vocal- 
izing the upper register and a more 
efficient soprano than the overly 
sumptuous Braxton). Here, except 
for a muscular dance version of 
Gloria Gaynor's chestnut “I Will 
Survive,” she gets less than an 
even break.

*x*x*x* Red Prysock, THE BEST 
OF RED PRYSOCK (AVI). Yes, 
Virginia, there was rock and roll 
before Elvis — wild, stompin’, 
screeching rock and roll that usually 
involved sax players who sounded 
as if they could blow the house 
down. Red Prysock was the state of 
the art for crazy, honkin’ sax; his 
biggest hit, “Handclappin’,” has 
never been surpassed in terms of 
either sheer energy or pure swing. 
It's the blueprint for the small-group 
(piano, bass, drums, sax, and vibes) 
rocket-fueled sound that abounds 
on this long-overdue collection from 
the mid to late ‘50s, most of which 
has been unavailable for 20 to 30 
years. Compiler Matt Goldman went 
out of his way to include not only 
“Handclappin’ " — along with much 
of the seminal 1956 album on which 
it first appeared, Rock 'n’ Roll (origi- 
nally issued on Mercury) — but 
some of Prysock's more obscure 
singles and B-sides. The result is 
invaluable. If you've seen the old 
black-and-white movies of reckless, 
hopped-up dancers throwing their 
partners in the air and gyrating at 
the speed of light and wondered 
how they ever got white people to 
act like that, here’s your answer

* 1/2 Shyheim, THE LOST GEN- 
ERATION (Noo Trybe). Are kids 
inherently incompetent rappers? | 
wasn't moved an inch after Warren 
G rescued Kriss Kross from the 
jaws of commercial rap and relocat- 
ed them to West Coast G-Funk ter- 
ritory. Now it's the East Coast's turn 
to lay claim to owning the baddest 
pubescent rapper in show business: 
Shyheim. And he has just about 
everyone on this album: Smoothe 
Da Hustler, Rubbabandz, Dzalias 
Christ, Raekwon, etc. Even the 
RZA, the man behind the Wu-Tang 
Clan, guest-produces a track, 
“Young Godz.” 

As for Shyheim’s own lyric style, 
there isn't one. All that's required is 
a little memorization; RNS, his exec- 
utive producer, takes care of the rest 
with a bunch of songs that sound 
not unlike Wu-Tang “lite.” Shyheim is 
neither the prodigy so many claimed 
him to be nor a failure: he's a recruit 
— a young person called upon to 
fight for the East Coast vs. West 
Coast cause. Left exposed are the 
drastic differences between hip-hop 
as a Culture and its shallow media- 
propelled counterpart.

LIMINAL SANDWICH 


(Nothing/interscope). Ranging 
from groove-heavy jungle and dub 
to spacy atmospherics, Meat Beat 
Manifesto's latest offers 70-plus 
minutes of club dance music. Less 
heavy on the austere, '80s-era 
industrial mix than former efforts, 
this double-CD set offers a stimulat- 
ing array of pre-recorded borrow- 
ings from innumerable sources. 
Although somewhat predictable 
samples — “ethnic” instruments, 
professorial spoken-word drop-ins 
— provide the means, the end still 
waxes engagingly provocative in

Brown, LONG WAY HOME 
(Verve). Texas maverick Clarence 
“Gatemouth” Brown is now 72 


(almost as old as Bob Dole), but he 


shows no signs of slowing down. 
Long Way Home is a typically ener- 
getic and wide-ranging set with 
cameos from Eric Clapton, Ry 
Cooder, Leon Russell, and Sonny 
Landreth. After the Clapton chestnut 
“Blues Power,” Brown reaches into 





the grab bag of American roots | 
styles he's been drawing from over | 


his lengthy career. He summons up 
his onetime mentor T-Bone Walker 


on the steamy biues “Somebody | 


Else,” pulls out his violin on.the 
Cajun-flavored instrumental 
“Dockside,” covers both Bob Dylat, 
and Ray Price, and serves up jazzy 
swing (“Blues Walk”) and gospel- 
tinged soul (“Here | Go Again”) 
before winding things up with the 
acoustic blues of the title track, a 
duet with Clapton. 

Although this is not Gate's best 
disc — it drags in parts, and-his 
singing is occasionally rough — it's 
hard to think of anyone else who 
could pull off this range of styles 
without a trace of self-conscious- 
ness. Long Way Home is further 
proof that Brown is an American 
treasure, and a septuagenarian wor- 
thy of a presidential nomination.

Samuel L. Jackson 
demeans himself playing a hard- 
working Mississippian who blows 
away the pair of drunken crackers 
who raped his 10-year-old daugh- 
ter.
